Edited By Miss Grace M. Burt

takings the coming season. In this col- 
umn it is the purpose of the editor to 
present not only what is being done in 
our individual dubs throughout the city 
but also to keep the women of Xcwton 
in touch with the larger work of the 
State and General federations; and to 
keep the renders informed of the plans 
for the coming Biennial Meeting. Re- 
ports of all club work are earnestly de- 
sired for this column and it will not be 
fulfilling its mission until all the clubs 
respond. They should be sent to Miss 
Grace M. Burt, 94 Charlesbank road, 
Newton, by Wednesday of each week in 
order to secure publication the same 
week. However, anything received later 
will be included in the following issue. 
Notices of the Federation meetings will 
be given and all necessary information 
for the sending for luncheon tickets, 
etc. 

The Fall Meeting of the Xcwton Fed- 
eration will be held on Monday after- 
noon and evening, Xovember 11, at the 
home of Mrs. G. F. Lowell, 525 Walnut 
Street, Xewtonville, from 2 until 10. At 
this time articles remaining front the 
Claflin Bazaar will be offered for sale 
supplemented by cake, candy and pre- 
serves, with tea during the afternoon, 
and a chafing dish supper served by 
prominent gentlemen oi the city from 
5 to y I J . M. Musical programs will be 
given both afternoon and evening. While 
this sale takes the place of the regular 
fall meeting of the Federation, it is open 
to the public and the proceeds will be 
used tor the Clatlin Fund and for the 
Federation. 

The Monday Club oi Xewton High- 
land- met on October 28 when the sub- 
ject of "A Twentieth Century Home" 
was considered under three heads. “Tilt 
Ideal Home", "Foods", “The Home of 
the Future." Next week the club will 
meet with Mrs. Moulton of Walnut 
street, the topic being, "The Autobiog- 
raphy oi Andrew D. White." 

The first meeting of the Social Science 
Club will be held at the II untie well CUil 
on Wednesday morning, Xovember 6. 

The opening meeting oi the West 
Newton Women’s Educational Club will 
occur on November 8 at the old Uni- 
tarian church. The program will ineludi 
vacation papers by members. A socia. 
hour with tea will follow. 

The Waban Woman’s Club will hold 
its opening reception at the home of 
Mrs. William Gifftiore of Crofton road, 
Waban, on Monday afternoon, Novem- 
ber 4. 

The Review Club of Auburndalc held 
its third meeting of the season, in the 
chapel of the Congregational church on 
Tuesday morning. After a short business 
meeting, Miss l^nma K. Porter, of New- 
ton Centre, gave an interesting lecture 
on “Paintings in Italy, Spain, Germany 
and Belgium, from the time of the Six- 
teenth Century." 

On Saturday, October 26, a large and 
enthusiastic party of club women went 
tn Milton by the 9.29 train to attend the 
fill meeting of the Stale Federation 
The fine autumn day brought out an un 


usually large number filling the Town 
Hall to overflowing and they were well 
repaid in the interesting program pre- 
sented. 

While the women were assembling 
music was furnished by Miss Una J. 
Kelley, piano, and Mr. Bruce Reynolds, 
violin. The meeting was called to order 
by Mrs. May Alden Ward, the newly- 
elected president of the Federation, 
xvllom the club Vomcit arc glad to wel- 
come once more to the presidency. Greet- 
ing was extended by Mrs. Grace V. Hib- 
bard, the president of the Milton Wom- 
an's Club, the hostess of the day. Mrs. 
Ward responded gracefully and said that 
the club movement is no longer an ex- 
i periment. but it is now felt as a power 
for good in the community. There are 
at present 34,000 club women in the Mas- 
sachusetts Federation, which comprises 
230 clubs. 

The morning was given up to the con- 
sideration of the subject, of "Moral and 
Civic Training of Children in the 
Schools,” as presented by Miss Jane 
Brownlee of Toledo, Ohio. Miss Brown- 
lee is a woman of charming personality 
and she was listened to with close at- 
tention, for everyone felt the value of 
all she said and knew instinctively that 
she spoke from out of wide experience. 
She said in part : 

That the form of training which she 
was to speak of had been in use for 
eight years in the city of Toledo and for 
shorter periods in other parts of the 
West. They have shown that the child 
may be reached in spite oi heredity. It 
costs nothing in money, little in time 
and teaches nothing of creeds. It is used 
from the second grade up and is adapt- 
ed to the age of the child. As iu many 
other things much depends upon the 
teacher to make it successful. She should 
not make the mistake of talking at the 
children too much, but bring out their 
ideas by judicious questioning. Five min- 
utes each morning is given to these talks 
and the aim should be to arouse in the 
child the idea that he is spirit, but that 
he has a body and a mind to use for 
high purposes and to show that the real 
child is immortal. She begins with the 
child’s body anti teaches that it is one 
of his little servants, useful to him as 
long as he lives. Then she shows how 
they should care for their bodies, by 
feeding them the right food ; why they 
should put them to bed early, and in 
some measure how to care for them- 
selves when the parents faiP in their du- 
ties. In this connection simple talk- r 
hygiene are given. Then it is pointed out 
that there are certain things which nc i 
one else can do for them, as eating, 
breathing, sleeping, and in this way the 
I'clt-re-ponsibility is inculcated. The 
wonderful beauty of the body is empha- 
sized and they arc taught to reverence 
it In the same way after the children 
have grappled these ideas, the mind is 
treated. As the body has to be fed, so 
does the mind; in this way the children 
! learn why they have to go to school, they 
j must learn as much as they can to make 
the mind strong. The result has b»-en 
that the children work well because thex 
know why. Gradually they learu to do 
right because it is right Tito next step 
is the real child. It too, must be fed in 
order to be strong. In this case the food 
is the thoughts, therefore they must be 
good thoughts. You make yourself by 
your thinking. Love builds up and hate 
tears down, After these lessons time is 
spout on the virtues, cleanliness, kind- 
ness, obedience, courtesy, truthfulness 
and self-control. From the lesson of the 


necessity of cleanliness of body and mind 
she brings out the value of clean, pure 
thinking. Miss Broxvnlcc made an earnest 
pica to the mothers for the necessity of 
securing obedience from the children. 
When the child understands, she said, 
the reason for obedience, it is easy to 
secure it. but occasionally there comes 
a time when it is necessary to say, 
“Thou shall", "Thou shalt not,” and 
then implicit obedience must be had. Tin? 
children arc taught that there can be no 
good, strong character that is not built 
on truthfulness. 

Miss Broxvnlcc outlined a system of 
school government, based upon the city 
government idea, which she has used in 
the upper grades with eminent success. 
It differs little from the "School City 
Idea" that is familiar to Massachusetts, 
but omits the police and court depart- 
ments which she considers injudicious. 

Her advice in closing xvas to stop 
building palaces of school houses and 
put more of the money into securing 
good teachers. The teachers are not get- 
ting the credit they should. Do every- 
thing you can to make the teacher bright 
and strong, that the child may have the 
best. Tlie earnest teacher thinks the 
child the most blessed thing in the xvorkl. 

The discussion that followed was op- 
ened by Mrs. May L. Sheldon, chairman 
of the Education committee of the Fed- 
eration. She brought out the facts that 
the public school should gix-c knoxvledge, 
efficiency and character and called at- 
tention to a pamphlet xvhich outlines 
Miss Brownlee’s ideas. 

Mrs. Caroline S. Atherton, first 
vice-president of the Federation and 
former chairman of the Education com- 
mittee, showed the women where to 
make the personal application of xvliat 
had been heard. “Go home,” she said, 
"and through the clubs create a senti- 
ment and insist on some sort of moral 
training in the public schools. Dare to 
do the thing that ought to be done. It 
xve create the right sentiment in the 
community, then it will come. Go home 
believing that this is one thing xve can 
do today.” 

Mrs. Richard Cabot of the State 
Board of Education answered some of 
the objections to the introduction of 
such training and suggested the advisa- 
bility of having courses of ethics intro- 
duced into the normal schools to fit the 
teachers for this work. Mrs. Chase, an- 
other member of the committee, showed 
how the training in personal morals 
leads out to training in social morals. 

The pamphlet referred to may be ob- 
tained by sending ten cents tb George 
\V. Sheldon, Springfield, Mass. It is 
entitled “The Brownlee System of Child 
Training” 

At the close of the morning session 
luncheon was served under direction or 
the hostess club in the high school build- 
ing adjacent to the Town Hall. 

The afternoon program included a 
group oi songs by Miss Bertha Wessci- 
hoeit Swift, with Miss Margaret Gor- 
ham accompanist, a talk on “Trade 
Training fo'r Girls” by Miss Florence 
Marshall, director of the Boston Trade 
School for Girls, and an illustrated lec- 
ture by Dr. H. B. Frissell, on "The 
Hampton Idea of Industrial Training.” 

Miss Marshall said that from 60 to 
80 girls out of every 100 are earning 
their own living at the present time. The 
kind of work open to most of them is 
unskilled labor where there is no op- 
portunity to develop the mind. This 
conies from the fact that the publf: 
schools give no foundation for skilled 
industry. The aim of this nexv Trade 
School, which xvas established three 
years ago, is to give training in the fun- 
damentals of dressmaking, millinery, 
machine operating, straw hat making and 
place the girl where she can begin life 
in positions paying $4 a xveek and over 
with the opportunity tor advancement. 
The young person begins to get restless 
at 12 or 13 and on this account xve 
should be apprehensive of measures that 
restrict child labor unless something 
constructive takes iis place and they are 
given something to do that is worth 
while. It is a duty to see that these girls 
become efficient women. 

Following this address came Dr. Fris- 
sell's illustrated description of Hamp- 
ton Institute and its work. He prefaced 
his talk by a word of appreciation of 
the work of the women of this country. 
Hampton would have been utterly im- 
possible, he said, without the help oi 
the women. The great problem xvhich 
i iampton is demonstrating is ltoxv people 
of different races can live together in 
mutual helpfulness. The lecture was full 
of interest, the pictures portraying more 
adequately than words exactly what is 
being done there. In closing Dr. Frissell 
paid high tribute to the xvork of Booker 
Washington at Tuskegce. 



The 1908 Budget 

Mayor Warren submitted his recoin- j 
mendations of the expenses for 1908 at 
the last meeting of the hoard of aider- 
men. The total is $61,70475 larger than 
the budget for the present year and 
$2179 less than the departments request- 
ed. The total recommended by the mayor 
amounts to $1,163,713.80. The schools as 
usual, call tor the largest outlay, over 
$290,290. or some $32,000 more than the 
present year. This is caused principally 
by a pro rata increase in salaries and the 
cost of furnishing the new school build- 
ings to be ready next year. The street 
department with $238,186. is second in 
size, the largest items being. Maintenance 
Drains, $10,500. new drains, $24,71X1 


maintenance streets, $ 60 , 000 , sidcxvalks, 
$14,000: snow and ice, $9,000., street 
lights, $52,500., street watering, $17,000 
and moth xx’ork. $10,000. While no spe- 
cific recommendation is made regarding 
the rate of wages to be paid the city la- 
borers, it is evident from the increase in 
items from which labor is paid, that 
something is contemplated. This increase, 
hoxvcvcr, if granted will be given solely 
to able bodied laborers and will not es- 
tablish a minimum scale. Interest and 
sinking fund rquirements call for $294,- 
087.90 an increase of about $16,000 
xvhich is caused by the two nexv school 
buildings. The mayor has been generous 
in salary increases, the Street Commis- 
sioner, City Engineer, Public Buildings 
Commissioner, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Inspector of Plumbing, sani- 
tary inspector and assistant librarians 
receiving small additions. The estimated 
receipts show a gratifying increase, from 
$381,700 to $409,785., the water income 
being largely responsible with an in- 
crease of $17,000. 

The Newton league schedule for the 
big pin bowling tournament has just been 
issued. The tournament will last 14 
xveeks and will be participated in by the 
AUston Golf Club, Hunncwell Club, 
Maugtts Club of Wellesley 'Hills, Nexv- 
ton Club, Newton Boat Club. North 
Gate Club and 1 Rix'erdnlc Club of Brook- 
line.

gives emphasis to the need of tests of 
material on such a scale as witnesses in 
current engineering practice of the day. 

The construction of this machine will 
mark a distinct advance in work of this 
class, and place New England in pos- 
session of the finest equipment in the 
world. Congressman Weeks has given 
his endorsement and assistance in this 
matter, and the Ordnance Department, 
under whose jurisdiction the arsenals 
are placed, is also much interested in 
securing this valuable piece of machin- 
ery for Watertown Arsenal.

10.000, Q00 Pound Testing Machine | 
For Watertown Arsenal. 

It is proposed to add to the equip- 
ment of the Testing Laboratory at Wat- 
ertown Arsenal a colossal machine, ca- 
pable of testing the largest sized bridge 
members and columns for architectural 
purposes, a machine far exceeding in 
strength any which lias heretofore been 
constructed or undertaken, either in this 
country or abroad. Resolutions to this 
effect were recently passed at a meet- 
ing of engineers, steel makers, railroad 
officials and others, which was held in 
New York City. It was the unanimous 
sentiment of this representative body 
that a large testing machine should be 
constructed, capable of meeting the de- 
mands of the engineering profession as 
found in structures of the largest pro- 
portions which are now being executed, 
ami a machine which should be capable 
of supplying data for the further exten- 
sion of engineering projects on a scale 
grander than heretofore witnessed. 

It is very gratifying to the Arsenal 
authorities that the consensus of opinion 
has favored the Arsenal as the most suit- 
able place for the ation of this great 
machine, and it is a matter which will 
do credit to New England itself to have 
it in successful operation within its bor- 
ders. The reputation of the Watertown 
Testing Laboratory is already world- 
wide. It has during the past twenty-five 
years furnished reliable data upon the 
strength of all classes of material of 
construction. The tests embrace material 
for military purposes as welt as all 
branches of civil engineering and archi- 
tectural uses. The results of this Lab- 
oratory are quoted in the technical press, 
they appear in text books, and are large- 
ly incorporated in special treatises on 
the strength of materials. The reports 
of the Testing Laboratory, which arc 
published annually, now comprise 
twenty-six volumes, and are valuable 
books for reference where conprehen- 
sivc and exact information is needed on 
the strength of materials. 

The results of the Laboratory are 
available to all engineering students and 
others through the copies which are 
placed in those libraries known as “Des- 
ignated Depositories for Government 
Publications”, and copies are also fur- 
nished upon application to individuals 
for their private use. 

The construction and location of a 

10.000. 000- pound machine at Watertown 
Arsenal is the logical extension of the 
work which has so long been there con- 
ducted. The size of the undertaking may 
be judged of by considering the cost of 
this piece of machinery which, together 
with its equipment, will call for the ex- 
penditure of about one quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. This is a large sum to be 
expended for machinery intended for 
destructive purposes, but when it is con- 
sidered that the lives and safety of all 
depend upon the strength and integrity 
of engineering structures, the cost of ap- 
paratus for accurately determining the 
strength of our engineering structures 
represents but a small part of its real 
value.

The death of Postmaster Morgan has < 
awakened the desire on the part of sonic ] 
to have this city placed in the Boston i 
postal district. This sentiment, originally 
created by the letter carriers wiio would '• 
receive an increase of salary it it had < 
"been accomplished some years ago (and 1 
to whom it makes no financial difference ■ 
today ) was fostered by a few unreason- ' 
ing individuals who oppose the idea of 
having the central post office at Xewton , 
Centre, instead of the north side of the 
city. As a matter of fact, other than that 
of sentiment, there is no practical differ- 
ence where the main post office is sit- 
uated. unless one objects to a post mark 
which appears on the letters. The» argu- 
ments in favor of going into the Boston 
district are better service more deliveries 
and more mails. It is a serious question 
whether this result will follow. Most of 
the Newton stations now have three 
daily deliveries, the same as Medford. 
Arlington, and the residential portion of 
Brookline, all places properly compar- 
able with Newton. It is apparently the 
policy of the department to increase the 
number of deliveries only in business dis- 
tricts. of which Newton has but a limited 
area. The betterment of the service, oth- 
er than a problematic increase in num- 
ber of deliveries, wc believe can best be 
accomplished thru a Xewton postmaster 
and not thru superintendents for each 
little sub station, acting thru the Bostou 
postmaster. It is reasonable to suppose 
that a Newton postmaster, in direct 
communication with Washington, can be 
of greater service to the city, than if we 
were the tag end to the Boston postmas- 
ter and must pull his skirts for every- 
thing we need, and take our turn with 
the many other postal stations of that 
great city. We earnestly trust that all in- 
terested will indicate to Congressman 
Weeks their objections to a postal con- 
solidation with Boston. 

It is a positive shame that such an ex- 
cellent candidate for the senate as Mr. 
Charles S. Dennison should have gone 
clown in defeat, thru a combination of 
jealousy of Newton in the other end of 
the district, over confidence on the 
part of his friends iu Newton, and the 
casting of some hundreds of Republi- 
can votes for Mr. Valiev. 

Every republican who voted for Mr. 
Vahey has lowered the standard of sen- 
ators from this district for the next 
seven years. We do not refer to Senator 
Vahey in making this statement, but to 
the difficulty Mr, Dennison's defeat will 
cause, in attracting the highest class of 
men to accept the Republican nomina- 
tion. !t may seem a small thing to cast a 
vote for Mr. Valley iu 1907. but the con- 
sequences of that act will extend far into 
tiie future. 

It is not becoming to discuss the action 
of the country end of the district in its 
failure to endorse the Republican nomi- 
nation. The country towns last year re- 
fined to vote for a Republican candidate 
from that vicinity and wc cannot expect 
them to overlook the silly jealousies of 
the past, even for so good" a candidate as 
Mr. Dennison. Newton is big enough to 
elect a senator without aid from other 
places and if every Republican had done 
his whole duly on Tuesday, the result 
would have been far different.

State Election 

The slate election on Tuesday passed 
off without special incident, a fairly 
good vote being cast, alt ho not so large 
as the Dennison managers had antici- 
pated.

Vanity of Watertown the 
Democratic nominee and cx alderman 
Charles S. Dennison of Ncwtonvillc the 
Republican candidate. The Dennison 
campaign had focussed in this city and a 
plurality of fully 181X1 was expected. To 
the failure to reach this result must be 
credited Mr. Dennison’s defeat in the 
district. His plurality in Newton was 
1431. while Senator Vahey received a 
total in the district outside of Newton 
of 1819. 

Governor Guild received 3062 votes. 
Whitney 1149, Hisgcn 571 and General 
Bartlett but 178. Lieut. Gov. Draper 
made nearly as good a run as Governor 
Guild, with a total of 2948. The remain- 
der of the Republican ticket received the 
usual large majorities. 

Representatives Elias B. Bishop, Wil- 
liam F. Gnrcelon and John F. Lotlirop 
were easily re-elcctcd. while the amend- 
ment to the constitution was favored 
with 3000 votes and but 575 in the neg- 
ative.

SPEAKER COLE

Some Modern Tendencies of 
Legislation 

Mr. Cole spoke substantially as fol- 
lows: 

Probably there has never been a time' 
:in the history of our country when pos- 
itive tendencies of different classes tow- 
ard different forms of government from 
■what exist to day, were so noticeable as 
at the present time, and it has seemed to 
me that it might be profitable for us for 
a few minutes tonight to discuss briefly 
the significance of some of these tenden- 
cies. 

No man can be a part of a state or 
national legislative body these days — 
and I might almost say, nor could a 
man be a part of any body dealing with 
-government — without becoming im- 
pressed by the rapidly growing tendency 
toward a shifting of responsibility; and 
this is particularly true of that responsi- 1 
bility which involves a stand against any 
movement that takes issue with the pop- 
ular clamor. You probably do not need 
to go outside the bounds of your own i 
■city to realize the truth of this state-! 
ment. Certainly, it is noticeable in ev- ! 
cry city with which I am at all acquain- 
ted and most emphatically is it notice- 
able in the legislative body with which 
1 have a larger acquaintance. Votes are 
taken almost daily that fail utterly to 
■represent the honest sentiments of the 
men who are voting. 

Take, for example, the recent votes 
upon the Sunday law, the recent votes 
upon liquor legislation, the votes of ev- 
ery session affecting moral questions. 
They are frequently votes which, instead 
■of representing the honest conviction of 
the individual chosen to speak his own 
■personal convictions, represent a pander- . 
ing to whatever the popular demand may 
be in the constituency upon which he is 1 
■dependent for his office. While it may be 
•claimed that each representative is pri- 
marily to represent his own particular 
constituency, and thus is justified in 
yielding to the peculiar and particular 
demands of that constiuency, we may 
well question whether the most efficient 
action for the good of alt is to come out 
of the narrow view. 

We may certainly see in this condition 
of our legislative bodies today justifi- 
cation for the charge I made at the out- 
set, that men are shirking responsibili- 
ties attaching to their official positions 
as never before. I sometimes doubt if it 
would be possible in this country today 
to find men enough to sign the Declara- 
tion of Independence of their own coli- 
tion, without one or more of them in- 
sisting that it should go back to the peo- 
ple for referendum, or be passed upon 
by some industrial league or social sci- 
ence club. 

It seems that it is altogether too easy 
for many of our students of govern- 
anent to get the evolution of the state 
wrong end to. From many sides we are 
being called upon to legislate on the 
theory that the source of all state power 
is the commonwealth, and, broadening 
cut this theory, the source of all nation- 
al power is the national government. 
Eut in adopting this theory, we are en- 
tirely forgetting that the state and the 
nation are the creatures of citizens. 

Our early settlers began here in a co- 
operative way. Each man took his share 
of the burdens and profits; each mail 
was supposed to contribute of his money 
and labor to the common good of all. 
The government came after the individ- 
uals, it was their government. As their 
numbers increased, it became necessary 
■that there should be chosen heads to lead 
and rule. Further increases in numbers 


added to the authority of the heads, and 
made the government more complex. 
First the town, then the state, and then 
the nation ; but always, in every case, 
whether town or state or nation, the 
foundation was the people. 

The complexities of government early 
began to disturb those in authority. 
One movement after another has involv- 
ed the state into the danger of becoming 
a great father of all the people in the 
state. Commissions to represent the 
state in directing the affairs that affect- 
ed different classes throughout the entire 
Commonwealth began to be established 
early in the nineteenth century, and 
from then until now they have followed 
one after another, until today Massa- 
chusetts is stretching forth a fatherly 
hand over nearly all of the activities of 
the state. 

Webster has defined paternalism of 
the state as “the assumption by the gov- 
erning power of a quasi- fatherly relation 
to the people, including strict and inti- 
mate supervision of their business and 
social concerns; upon the theory that 
they are incapable of managing their 
own affairs’*. While it is a fact that we 
arc today, in a way, a paternal govern- 
ment, we may well pause for a moment 
at this time and question as to which 
road it is wise for us to travel in the 
future. Shall it be through a complete 
abandonment of the representative form 
of government? 

Shall it be by the road that makes par- 
ticular commissions, so wisely estab- 
lished and so long of great value in the 
administration of our semipublic affairs, 
commissions to control and direct? 

Shall it be to enlarge their powers to 
advise and instruct, interpret and arbi- 
trate, with the actual lawmaking still left 
to our government, and the actual law- 
enforcing still left to the people them- 
selves? 

The trend is undeniably in the first- 
named path. May I most emphatically 
express my wish that it should turn into 
the latter course! 

Let us consider for a moment the con- 
ditions in our own Commonwealth in 
their bearing upon these queries. 

It seems to me that it is a mistaken 
idea that Massachusetts is a government 
of commissions. Many commissions we 
certainly have, and it is possible that 
some of them exercise altogether too ar- 
bitrary powers; but the work that some 
others have done may well lead us to 
take large satisfaction over the system, 
and to urge that now is a goad time to 
extend its workings for the best inter- 
ests of our government. 

It has been interesting to me to study 
what has been accomplished by some of 
the commissions of the Commonwealth. 
When we are urged to pass certain laws 
tending to a larger control of local af- 
fairs by the state, tending to a more 
fatherly interest in the individuals of the 
state by a central government, it is quite 
the custom of interested parties to charge 
that the state is already committed to 
controlling city, town and personal af- 
fairs through its boards, such as the 
Board of Education, Railroad Commis- 
sioners etc. Is this true? 

Take the Board of Education, estab- 
lished In 1837, for an illustration of the 
State’s policy. While its powers have 
'changed at different times since that 
year, it has always pursued its mission 
^ as a board to recommend, advise and 
consult, rather than to control. It was 
one of the first commissions established 
in the Commonwealth. The policy that 
was inaugurated with it has been carried 
out in the establishment of almost every 
other one of the fifty or so commissions. 
The State might wisely and profitably 
draw the lines closer in control of its 
own particular business, but that is an- 
other subject; but it has never attempt- 
ed to supersede the powers of commu- 
nities to govern, by the work of any of 
its commissions, and it never should do 
so. 

There are every year before the Leg- 
islature many measures to change our 
government into a more and more pa- 


ternal government. Faddists and theo- 
rists with abundant means and an even 
larger abundance of leisure are pushing 
their pet schemes for constant attention. 
Not all are bad, many are wise, and 
would be beneficial; but wc may well 
pause before we approve the introduc- 
tion of any further ideas into our sys- 
tem that add to the fatherly features of 
our state government. Wie are danger- 
ously near to the line where individual 
rights will suffer by a further extension 
of this system. 

Glorious work has been done through 
the great and successful movement in 
this Commonwealth for the care of chil- 
dren, improved labor laws, education 
and charity. The work is not ended, but 
it must continue only in the lines already 
so wisely followed. Let the State foster 
and encourage, study and suggest, but 
never control, where by precedent and 
long practice the rights of any lesser 
constituency are to suffer. 

The people are the source; let us 
keep every possible work of our govern- 
ment close to them, under the system 
that for a century and a half has so 
wisely and beneficially governed us. 

The second tendency that wc may all 
profitably study is that which would lead 
us to absolutely destroy our present 
form of lawmaking and substitute for 
it, legislation directly by the vote of 
the people. 

This proposition is now up for discus- 
sion in our State in the form of a so- 
called “public opinion” bill. Its provis- 
ions would give to a thousand voters 
the right to have placed upon the state 
ballot any questions of public policy for 
a "yes” or “no” by all the people. 

Two distinguished citizens of our 
state have recently debated this ques- 
tion before a gathering of labor men, to 
whom this question lias seemed to ap- 
peal with peculiar force. But the ques- 
tion has an importance far greater than 
such importance as would restrict it to 
the consideration of any particular body 
of men within the Commonwealth. It is 
of such importance as should attract 
the attention of every citizen and com- ! 
maud the investigation of every thought- ; 
ful person. It is a fascinating proposition 
to set forth as it falls from the lips of 
the professional orator or is thundered 
by the tongue of the professional dema- 
gog. From either source it commands at- 
tention this idea and this thought that 
such a law would put back into the hands i 
of the people their power to control. 

The more I study the proposition, the 
more I am convinced that the directly ; 
opposite result would follow in the path 
of such legislation as this. 

Let us recall the trend of government 
from the beginning until the present 
time. The three great fundamentals in 
our government have been the law-mak- 
ing body, the judicial body and the ex- 
ecutive. No one of these could ever have 
been of sufficient power to succeed of 
itself. 

Take away from the representatives of 
the people their power, and the inde- 
pendence and efficiency of the courts 
would soon be destroyed, leaving as the 
one great authority and final resort in 
all cases, the executive department. His- 
tory makes record of nothing but fail- 
ures in forms of government where the 
representatives of the people have been 
deposed from power. 

The framers of our constitution recog- 
nized the efficiency of these three factors 
as providing the proper checks and bal- 
ances which would secure the fullest 
rights of all the people. They recognized 
at that time more than a century ago the 
danger that would conic from hasty and 
ill-advised legislation. They dreaded the 
centralizing power vested in one execu- 
tive, and they dreaded equally the force 
and oppression that might come from a 
carrying out under all conditions the 
power of an unrestrained majority. 

It is very well to talk of the force that 
there is at the present time in public dis- 
cussions as may be carried on in public 
meetings and newspaper columns. I be- 
lieve that I possess sonr knowledge of 


the operation of these two factors in the 
spread of information upon public ques- 
tions, but no man can recall the public- 
ity attending all great discussions of 
fifty and a hundred years ago, and be- 
fore that time, without becoming con- 
vinced that with all of our boasted 
knowledge, each man of his neighbor, 
and each and all of the entire world, 
there is stilt little deliberative consider- 
ation given to the great questions of the 
day. 

Talk of the influence of the newspa- 
per good or bad upon the adjustment of 
public questions! There has never been 
a time in the history of our country 
when the effort has not been made to 
substitute for the proper forms of gov-- 
ernment the improper forms of one sort 
or another of influence. 

Today, one of the most dangerous 
forces attempting to control legislation 
is the irresponsible and oftentimes sel- 
fish newspaper, and the irresponsible and 
often times selfish organization founded 
in a desire to promote certain lcgsla- 
tion and maintained to elect or defeat 
members of the General Court who op- 
pose such legislation. Today there is 
held over the heads of scores of mem- 
bers of the General Court threats of 
dire disaster if they do or do not ap- 
prove certain measures. The whole 
principle upon which they exist as leg- 
islators is being overthrown by this sort 
of coercion. 

Undoubtedly the duty of the present 
day legislator is greater than that of any 
of lus predecessors and I believe that he 
recognizes it as such. But the responsi- 
bility for his actions is his. He needs 
counsel, he needs advice, he needs co- 
operation from his neighbors, from his 
friends, from his constituents, from all 
sources where light can be shed upon 
the matter under consideration or where 
information can be gained that will help 
in framing his judgment, but he needs 
such help in the spirit of finally giving 
to him the right of judgment and not in 
the spirit of utcr condemnation if his 
judgment differs from that of his advis- 
ers. 

Wc must not forget that the right of! 
rule was originally established through- 1 
out the greater part of our great land in 
the hands of the favored, yet that great- 
est leader of the early century in Ameri- 
can development, never spoke a nobler 
truth than when he deplored the exercise 
of influence on the part of high phees to 
control legislation and government. 

In our very state a hundred and twen- 
ty years ago when disturbances in Mas- 
sachusetts were of the most serious con- 
cern to the government at Washington, 
a distinguished ambassador sent here by 
the first citizen of the United States re- 
ported to President Washington that he 
thought it was possible to enlist some 
sort of influence that would adjust the 
difficulties in Massachusetts, and Wash- 
ington, in words that will stand for all 
time, replied : 

“You talk my good sir, of employing 
influence to appease the present tumults 
in Massachusetts, I know not where that 
influence is to be found; nor if attain- 
able, that it would be a proper remedy 
for these disorders. Influence is not gov- 
ernment, n 

We may well add to those words 
“Neither is influence legislation.” 

I said that the right to govern in the 
early days was established by custom 
among the favored classes. When Lin- 
coln, the great commoner, reorganized 
conditions in that second vital period, 
the right to govern was takei^from the 
j favored classes and established in the 
common people. Whatever may be the 
I comment and however men may rail at 
the present time, I believe the right to 
govern never was more securely in the 
hands of the common people than it is 
today. If it shall be the purpose of these 
people to destroy the principle of repre- 
| sentative government so long establish- 
ed in this state and nation and substi- 
tute for it some other form untried and 
believed by many to be unworkable, I 
still have faith through this source of 
all power to govern, that the future of 
I the state and nation will still be secure. 

But to make this change carries an in- 
dictment not alone against those men 
who are representatives, it carries au in- 
dictment against all the people them- 
selves. If there are men holding respon- 
sible positions as representatives of con- 
stituencies in Massachusetts not prop- 
erly fitted for such places, the fault is 
that of the particular constituencies thus 
represented. The stream will never rise 
higher than its source. Massachusetts 
representatives will never rise above the 
people who choose them, in character, in 
consecration, or in genuine worth, but 
they will rise, and do rise, and today are 
established, I believe, on that level, and 
full of appreciation of the tremendous j 
responsibilities that are upon them. 

These are times when men are filled 
with fear and trembling, and lighting I 
their lanterns go in search for the hqu- 1 
est men. It has seemed to me that as in- j 
dividual responsibility in our government 
decreases, graft and dishonesty must | 
necessarily increase. And so we may well ! 
question whether the trend toward a ceil- j 
tralized paternal government is not ! 
lagely responsible for the increase in 
dishonesty by public officials. The in- 
dividual watchfulness on every hand in 
our early history kept the men straight. 
They were at all times responsible to 
their peers. That responsibility can only 
be continued as wc keep our government 
close to the people, and restrain it in 
its drift toward a monarchy in the re- 


public. The great upheaval of the pub- 
lic conscience is good, but let us not 
overlook that if it is a “public con- 
science’’ it is even more an individual 
conscience. j 

The conscience aroused, the next de- 1 
mand is for an arousetnent to doing the , 
duty that is ahead and made clear. Too j 
many of our teachings of today insist ! 
that such duty is all on one side. Too 1 
much of the lurid glare is cast' upon 
only one side of the picture. Let us be 
careful that in our demands for justice i 
for the one side we do not swing justice 
far the other way and do injustice to the 
Other side. Let us keep the Common- 
wealth close to her ancient moorings, 
and let us not be moved by every pop- 
ular clamor that would breathe distrust 
and disaster. The world is still full of 
honest men, and here in this little cor- 
ner of it from whence so much that is 
grand and inspiring has gone out to 
leaven the great world’s lot of high char- 
acter and lofty purpose, honesty is still 
in control. Massachusetts has ever had 
representatives she could trust. She will 
ever have such leaders as long as she 
tests them by the standards etablished in 
the Commonwealth for nearly three cen- 
turies.

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FOREWORD 


Newton, (lie most charming suburb of 
Boston, lies some seven to ten miles 
from the gilded dome of the State 
House with railroad and electric facil- 
ities at most reasonable rates. 

It contains some twelve distinct vil- 
lages, each differing from the other in 
individual points of advantage and yet 
all foming a most beautiful whole. 

Of all the suburbs of Boston, it offers 
to the business man a splendid site for 
a home, unexcelled opportunities for the 
education of his children, association 
•with an intelligent and cultivated people, 
combined with a proximity to the met- 
ropolis whereby its pleasures can be en- 
joyed without experiencing any of its 
discomforts. 

Newton’s schools arc noted thmout 
the state; its roads are the envy of other 
cities; Us water and sewerage systems 
arc exceptionally good and its city gov- 
ernment sets the highest standard of the 
entire country. 

This last fact deserves more than pas- 
sing attention. While talcs of graft and 
political corruption are rising on every 
hand, while political parties strive vio- 
lently for control of the “City Hall” the 
municipal wheels of Newton turn evenly 
and honestly, without a hint or suspic- 
ion of wrong-doing. Experiments in mu- 
nicipal administration — the “Newport” — 
the “Galveston” — the “Des Moines” 
ideas are not necessary here, as honest 
and capable gentlemen serve in its muni- 
cipal directorate and honest and capable 
officers execute their decrees.

H ill. a portion of Waban, the south side 
of Newton Highlands and Thompson- 
ville. Constant progress is being made 
towards the misewered districts each 
year and within a few years, every por- 
tion of the city will be supplied with 
sewers. The assessment for the sewer 
is at the rate of fifteen cents per running 
front foot and five and a half mills for 
each square foot back to 180 feet from 
the sewer. This charge when once paid 
exempts the land from further assess- 
ment for sewer purposes. 

WATER. 

One of the interesting and at the same 
time, valuable features of the city water 
is the fact that it never sees daylight 
from the time it leaves the soil until it 
Mows out the faucet. The supply is 
from numerous driven wells in the many 
acres of land in Needham owned by the 
city. The water in the wells flows by- 
gravity into a collecting gallery, under- 
ground, and is pumped directly into the 
street mains. What remains after the 
need* of the city have been supplied finds 
its way into the large covered reservoir 
on Waban hill, with a capacity of nearly 
five million gallons. This water fur- 
nishes the supply for use during the 
night and when the pumps are not work- 
ing. 

Analysis of the water is made bi- 
monthly by the State Board of Health 
and a high rank is given Newton by that 
body. The water is low in both free and 
albuminoid ammonia, chlorine and iron, 
and is almost colorless as a general 
thing. While the water is fairly hard, de- 
tracting slightly from its value for 
laundry purposes, it is most excellent j 
for drinking and domestic use.

Claflin Field 

The most important and interesting 
real estate transaction in the City of 
Newton during the last year has been 
the taking of steps to acquire the former 
Governor Claflin Estate on Walnut 
street and Elm road for the use ot their 
city. In fact it is one of the most sig- 
nificant things that has happened in 
Newton for many years both because of 
the amount involved and as an example 
of civic pride and generosity. 

A number of public spirited gentle- 
men conceived the idea that this piece of 
ground should be secured for the use of 
the public forever and realized that if it 
was not done now, the opportunity would 
be lost. The whole estate contains about 
twenty-three acres, probably the largest 
block of land in one holding near any of 
the centres in the city. In addition, it 
is of unsurpassed natural beauty- and its 
fine old elms, from which the estate 
takes its name, are a treasure in them- 
selves. The land rises from the sur- 
rounding streets towards an elevation in 
the centre upon which the mansion house 
now stands, and which it is expected 
some day in the future will be crowned 
by a noble building belonging to and for 
the use of the whole people. 

For convenience in handling, the es- 
tate, has been divided into three sections. 
The first, on the corner of Lowell ave- 
nue and Elm road, containing about 
280.000 square feet, has already been 
purchased for the sum of $20,000 and 
deeded as a free gift to the City of New- 
ton, to be used as an athletic ground for 
the Newton High School. It is admir- 
ably suited to this use, being level and 
of the proper dimensions. The city ac- 
cepted the gift and is now at work pre- 
paring the ground for football, baseball 
and other sports. 

The second section, so called, extends 
from the first to Walnut street, taking in 
the site of the mansion house and all the 
Walnut street frontage belonging to the

STREETS. 

The city of Newton with its "sand 
papered streets” is the Mecca for users 
of automobiles, as well as for lovers of 
horse filesh. The city government has 
long been convinced that good streets 
were the best methods of attracting the 
notice of tile home seeker. The smooth 
rolling carriage or the sight of the well 
groomed roadway gives the most favor- 
able impressions to the passer-by. New- 
ton has something over 2tXJ miles of 
streets of which 139 miles are directly 
in charge of the city. There arc nearly 
eighty miles of macadam roadbed and 
nine miles of tel ford, and about ninety 
miles of concrete sidewalks and cross- 
walks. The snow plow system lias been 
perfected so that it is the exceptional 
storm which prevents the breaking out 
of the sidewalks in time for the morning 
trains. 

Commonwealth avenue, a continua- 
tion of the same avenue in Boston, tra- 
verses the city from cast to west with a 
boulevard construction of two roadways 
and n reserved centre space for an elec- 
tric railway. The avenue winds in grace- 
ful curves thru a most delightful section 
of the city and ill time will be one of the 
noted drives of the metropolitan district. 
On the north side of the city Washing- 
ton street forms a wide and convenient 
thorofare for business and lloylston 
street on the south side, while at present 
undeveloped affords a splendid lie!*! f° r 
future growth. 

SEWERS. 

Newton is a part of the South Metro- 
politan system and has about three miles 
of the main sewer of that district with- 
in its limits. Its own sewerage system 
of something over one hundred miles of 
main pipe and laterals covers almost the 
whole city, with the exceptions of Oak 


now in use and it is the policy of the 
city to encourage building with prompt 
extensions of the water systems. 

SCHOOLS. 

The school department is in charge of 
a committee of fifteen with the actual 
management vested in a capable superin- 
tendent and 248 teachers are necessary 
to teach the 7,000 pupils who throng the 
24 school buildings. 

For many years the schools of New- 
ton have ranked among the best in the 
Commonwealth, and the records of its 
graduates in the higher institutions of 
learning indicate that the standard has 
not been lowered. The certificate of the 
Newton High School admits the holder 
to every college where the certificate 
system is in force. In the colleges where 
entrance examinations are compulsory, 
Newton graduates have always stood 
well up in the list. During the past five 
years, fourteen of its graduates have 
been awarded scholarships at Harvard, 
and in the class of 1907 of that univer- 
sity, four Newton youug men were en- 
titled to degrees with distinction and to 
commencement parts. Another Newton 
graduate has been awarded two whole 
and two half scholarships at the Insti- 
tute of Technology in two years. More- 
over, the officials at Harvard and at the 
Institute of Technology often recom- 
mend the Newton High school as one of 
the best places in which to fit for their 
respective institutions. • 

In order to meet the needs of pupils 
who are not contemplating college cours- 
es, a commercial course has been added 
to the High School curriculum. This 
course, which includes four years’ study 
of English. history, science aiul modern 
languages, is supplemented by thorough

It contains about 380.000 
square feet. 

The third section lies back of the 
houses occupied by Mrs. Clapp, Mr. 
Bishop and Mr. Lyons on Walnut street, 
running along Hull street nearly to 
Lowell avenue. 

One ot the principal motives of those 
interested in this project was to make 
the high school the beginning of a great 
educational group, this naturally sug- 
gested itself troni the location of the 
high school on the other side of Elm 
road. No other institution in Newton 
touches all parts of the city as does this 
school, which is the crown of the city’s 
educational system, and the only school 
in which the children from all parts of 
the city are brought together. Therefore, 
it is appropriate that about it should be 
gathered other educational institutions in 
which the whole city, as well as the high 
school pupils, has an interest. 

The first building to go upon the Cla- 
lliu estate will be a technical high school, 
which will probably be located on the 
Kim road side near the present high 
school. This will be a handsome struc- 
ture. a worthy companion to the high 
school building itself, and striking the 
key note for all that are to follow. Its 
exact location will not be determined 
until the studies now being made by 
landscape architects have been finished. 

This latter fact is indicative of the 
care and broad minded treatment which 
is to be given to this new civic centre. 
The city government and those interest- 
ed in raising the money for the purchase 
feel tliat nothing should he done in the 
wav of development or building until the 
whole scheme from a landscape stand- 
point is worked out. so that every road 
and path and building shall be in- its 
proper place and contribute to the ulti- 
mate beautification ot the park. \\ ith its 
Continued on last page.

The new Concord Street bridge over 
the Charles River at Newton Lower 
Falls has been built to take the place of 
an old wooden bridge which was deemed 
by the officials of the City of Newton 
and Town of Weston to be unsafe. The 
plans were made by Mr. Irving T. Farn- 
hatu. City Engineer of Newton, and have 
resulted in the neat and substantial 
structure shown above. The bridge is 
built of Portland cement concrete rein- 
forced by steel rods imbedded therein. 
There are two spans, each 38 feet long, 
the curves of which are in the form of 
semi-clipses. At this point, the river 
makes a sharp curve and as the street 
does not cross at right angles, it was 
necessary to build what is known as a 
“skew” bridge. The total length is 125 
feet, and the total width 43 feet. The 
land on hotli sides of the bridge is park 
land, controlled by the Metropolitan 
Park Commission and partly by the 
Park Commissioners of the Town of 
Weston, and it was deemed desirable to 
construct a permanent bridge which 
would conform to the natural park fija, 


lures. Especial attention was given to 
the finish of the concrete surface, this 
being paimelled and hammered to give a 
uniformly smooth, attractive surface 
which would weather well. The parapet 
walls over the top of the bridge are con- 
I structed in panels with expansion joints 
| at the centre and tile two sides, and the 
1 three round openings in the panels give 
| character to the design. In constructing 

I this bridge, it was necessary to go ten 
feet below the surface of the water for 
: a foundation. This was accomplished 
by the construction of a sheet pile cof- 
I ter dam which was cut off, after con- 
struction, at the bottom of the river and 
left iu place to prevent any inundation 
by the strong current. Attractive semi- 
circular buttresses at each side of the 
centre pier serve as a breakwater and 
add to the stability. The total cost, in- 
cluding the cost of raising, regrading 
and surfacing the approaches, was 
$15,077.55, shared equally by the Town 
of Weston and the City of Newton. The 
work was done under contract by the 
W. If. Mague Co. of Newton.

grc.it natural advantages and such a 
treatment, this civic centre promises to 
be unique and attractive beyond that of 
any other in this vicinity. 

About $50,000 in all has been sub- 
scribed for the purchase of this property 
and there is an urgent, immediate call 
for about $7,000 more, to enable the 
committee to turn over to the city all 
the land lying between the new play- 
ground and Walnut street, taking in the 
entire frontage on the latter from Elm 
road to the first house, that now occu- 
pied by Mr. Lyons. 

Space will not permit of naming the 
many people who have labored in this 
good cause but the subscription commit- 
tee consists of Messrs. Frank A. Day 
Chas. S. Dennison, Robert S. Gorham, 
Frank J. Hale, Charles E. Kelsey and 
James A. Lowell. The late E. B. Has- 
kell. at the time of his death, was one 
of this committee. Reference should be 
made to the great Bazaar of the Newton 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, in the 
old mansion, which reflected much credit 
on the ladies in charge and added sub- 
stantially to the Claflin purchase fund, 
one-half of the proceeds being devoted 
to this purpose.

The Real Estate conditions in New- 
tonville today are peculiar and very un- 
satisfactory. Owing to the high cost of 
building material and labor little build- 


ing for rental has been erected for some 
years, at the present time we have about 
8 houses on our books for rent, when if 
we had moderate size and priced houses 
we could rent even this fall quite a 
number. We find quite a number of peo- 
ple prefer Newton for a residence, but 
when they come here cannot find houses 
and so are compelled to go elsewhere. If 
Newton is to grow something must be 
done to accommodate the people who 
would like to come here and locate. 
Cement houses may be the means of 
curing the trouble, certainly it cannot be 
our tax rate for we are lower than two 
thirds of the cities and towns in the 
state. What we lack most in Newton- 
ville is steam heated apartements of 2, 
3, 4 and 5 rooms each with bath, mod- 
ern, at rental from $20 to $40 per month. 
Sales of land or houses are slow this 
season.

Owing to the very rapid increase in 
value of everything during the past few 
years, Realty stands practically without 
a basis and today few men are ready to 
say what the condition will be 5 years 
hence. Building material has gone up, 
only in proportion with all other ma- 
terials and from the same causes. Build- 
ing labor has gone up with all other 
labor, caused by good times, The labor- 
ing man when he is well paid becomes 
independent and the more he gets, the 
more he wants, — how alike men are. 
Compare the laboring man with our fi- 
nancial kings. Let hard times come, and 
labor will take what it can get, material 
will go down because there are many, 
many possessors of material who must 
sell regardless of loss and one loss 
brings on another, and crash after crash, 
till everything is on a safe basis. Land 
is worth less today than it was twelve 
years ago. When everything else is go- 
ing up, laud is going down and vise 
versa., (mind you, exceptions to all 
rules J. 

Some years ago, land 1 sold in Mass, 
around Boston at very high prices. It 
was about the time of the panic of 1893 
when the conservative New Englander 
had money tucked away, which he had 
been accumulating since the pervious 
panic of 1873 and had been all that time 
deciding to invest it in mortgages. 
Building material and labor were so 
cheap, that the speculators saw where 
they could build houses and get mort- 
gages ior more than the entire cost of 
land and buildings and therefore land 
went up with the tremendous demand 
created by speculators. Then came the 
I reaction, the tremendous demand for 
I labor and material started both going up 
| and they have been going up ever since. 
That in turn caused land to drop in 
value, for no one wanted to hold vacant 
land and no one could build on a profit 
on account of the prices of material and 
labor. 

The lull in the building industry has 
at last naturally created a tremendous 
demand for houses and tenements. Rents 
have nearly doubled in the last five 
years and they will go higher. Land will 
not increase in value for a long while, 
but all ready built houses will increase 
in value until they arc on a basis of 
what it costs to duplicate them today. 1 
The man who owns vacant land which 
is eating itself up day after day, had bet- 
ter build and in this way he can make 
his lands bring him returns. 

Now is the time to buy a home or 
build a home— but don't buy vacant land 
until you are ready to stick a spade in 
it. 

I had occasion recently to apprize a 
piece of land at $1000., and the owner 
told me with tears in his eyes that lie 
had refused $IU(J0., thirty years ago. Just 
think, that means a loss of $3000. in 
taxes and interest. Remember that there 
are thousands and' thousands of acres 
of beautiful building land within thirty 
minutes ride and a ten cent car fare of 
Boston.

The Real Estate situation in Newton 
is generally encouraging, in that the vol- 


ume of business during past season has 
exceeded the average. 

While increased cost of construction 
lias prevented all speculative building, it 
has induced purchase of many old houses 
at figures permitting renovation and im- 
provement. 

Owners of land for which there is no 
present demand have built some very at- 
tractive houses, which have found ready 
customers, and the tendency is to, and 
the scarcity of desirable rentals war- 
rants an increase of such solid develop- 
ment. 

To economize in cost of land and thus 
be able to meet the increased demands of 
tenants’ for all the luxuries at minimum 
rent, several terraces or so called semi- 
detached houses have been built in dif- 
ferent parts of the City, and at present 
such construction and two family houses 
are the only types offering sufficient re- 
turns to tempt timid capital. 

Some very desirable land is being forc- 
ed on the market by owners unwilling 
or unable to carry the heavy burden of 
taxation, and interest, but generally 
prices are well maintained. 

If Newton capital could be actively 
interested in the liberal encouragement 
of rational development of Newton Real 
Estate, the direct result would be reduc- 
tion of tax rate and consequent attrac- 
tion of men of wealth to build or acquire 
homes in Newton and thus further re- 
duce tax rate.

With the vast amount of land on the 
market at a reasonable price, accessible 
to schools and railroads, it would seem 
that parties looking for investment would 
not only be public benefactors but get a 
fair return by building two family hous- 
es with from six to eight rooms with 
separate yard for each rent not to ex- 
ceed twenty dollars. 

Many young men wish to and would 
buy a home if ail up to date house could 
be secured at from $3500 to $4000 by 
making a small payment down and small 
semi-annual payments at a fair rate of 
interest.

The real estate situation today is both 
good and bad, never was there a time 
when so few houses are offered for rent 
while houses for sale arc not to be 
found so plenty as formerly and espec- 
ially foreclosure sales and sacrifice 
prices are growing less in fact the whole 
situation has cleared considerably and 
this fall has found a steady call for 
houses to rent, and many have been 
turned away and driven back to town 
and apartment houses. On the oilier 
hand the expected sale of houses this fall 
has been disappointing. The financial sit- 
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uation may be the cause of a part of this 
|>ut vve find the change of living of late 
inclines people to rent rather than buy, 
many having country or shore places 
which they flee to early in spring. The 
auto also is responsible for a part. Peo- 
ple can live out 10 to 20 miles back and 
yet reach town by auto in quicker time 
than from the Newtons, and country 
life seems to be much in favor now.

The in- 
vestor cannot find it profitable to build 
single houses and much as we dislike it, 
there seems to be but one way to supply 
these wants and that by building attrac- 
tive blocks or apartments relying on our 
landscape architect to help out the house 
architect and furnish an attractive as 
well as an inexpensive home with artis- 
tic surroundings. The financial situation 
and recent disclosures in high finance, 
must incline people to consider real es- 
tate as the only sound investment, and 
it vvould seem that the future looks 
brighter than for some years.

The time has come when there is a de- 
mand for more houses in Newton the 
same as in other cities. Men who are in- 
terested in building say, there is just as 
much money in building houses now as 
when labor and lumber were lower, you 
can make it up on the high rent. The 
owner of a bouse raised the tenant a 
year ago from $25 to $30 a month, the 
tenant said he would move rather than 
pay the advance, he has been looking 
for a house ever since and has not got 
one yet. These are the conditions that 
exist in Newton. They are building very

The volume of inquiries for purchase 
has been rather more than usual, which 
is a good augury for the future but the 
actual purchasers this fall have not been 
as many as we could desire. Financial 
and stock market conditions have had. 
their influence and would-be buyers arc 
exacting and critical, nevertheless, there 
was never offered a better line of bar- 
gains in houses where, perhaps, the new 
may have been taken off but with the- 
expenditure of a few dollars will inake- 
bright, attractive and modern houses and. 
most of them obtainable at prices far be- 
low the cost of present building. 

Land is slow and shows little increase- 
in value as determined by demand 

It is a source of satisfaction to note 
the almost uniformly high character oF 
the home-seekers, no undesirable for- 
eign element, few cheap and vulgar peo- 
ple but the kind with whom we are glad 
to share the unrivalled anvantages of our 
municipality.

Tradesmen, working for business con- 
ccrns," who are willing to pay from $20 
to $25 a month for rent, can not get a 
house in Newton, they have to live out 
side the city. If these men are good 
enough to do your work you should find 
a place for them to live in. I have in 
mind a man who built a two apartment 
house in Newton which cost $5,000, it 
was rented before it was finished for 
$65 a month or $720 a year. This will 
show you how great the demand, also 
the interest on your investment. 

_ If the City Government would inves- 
tigate the electric roads, I think it would 
be possible to continue the West End 
tracks through Newtonville and Newton 
Highland's and back again to Boston, in- 
stead- of stopping at Nonautum Square 
as they do now. That would induce peo- 
ple to build and buy as there is plenty of 
land that you could build houses on and 
that would pay you 10 per cent on your 
investment. 

The money men of Newton should not 
wait for an outsider to do it, the same as 
Mr. Taylor of Worcester did, they 
should do it themselves.

BOARD OFALDERNEN 

The most important business before 
the aldermen at its meeting Monday eve- 
ning was the budget for 1908. While 
there was a long debate on ihc general 
subject of appropriations, most of it was 
evidently intended for the galleries and 
but one change was made in the figures 
recommended by the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

President Carter was iti the chair and 
only Aldermen Holmes and Stone were 
absent. 

Hearings were held upon proposed re- 
moval of trees on Centre St., Ward 7, 
Beacon St., Ward 6, and Bennington St., 
Ward I. on petition of Louis S- Ross 
to sell gasolene at 28 Clyde st.. and o. 
the Gas Light Co. for pole locations on 
St. James st. Xo one appeared and these 
hearings were closed. 

At the hearings on construction of 
concrete sidewalks on Harrison st and 
Dickcnnan road, Eliot, under the bet- 
terment act considerable opposition was 
made. 

Mr. Frank R. Moore: I have been be- 
fore the Committee on Public Works in 
regard to the concreting of Harrison 
trect and Dickcnnan road, and l rep- 
resent tonight the people living on Har- 
rison street. This street has been con- 
structed now some sixteen years The 
petition has been signed by practically. 

I think all, of those now living on that 
street. The sidewalks arc merely a grav- 
el sidewalk. On Harrison street there 
are seventy-four men, women and chil- 
dren using the sidewalk. The condition 
is such that the water docs not drain 
off. the people have to use the lawns 
and all during the winter weather the 
sidewalks are in bad shape when the 
frost is in the ground and they have to 
walk on the lawns entirely. It seems the 
people have stood this ns long as it was 
absolutely necessary and t ask for them 
to have the concreting done. 

Mr. j. B. Studlcy: I represent Mr. 
George W. Dickcrmati and Mr, Benja- 
min Dickcrman, who are two land own- 
ers upon the two streets, Harrison treet 
anti Dickcrman road. Mr. Benjamin 
Dickcrman is a very old man, over 82 
years, and not able to be here, Mr. 
George \V. Dickcrman lives in Syracuse, 
X. V. A large part of what Mr. Moore 
says may have been true up to a recent 
time, but as lie stated the city has just 
finished rebuilding this street and put in 
a system of draining. Eight person have 
asked for sidewalks on Dickennan road 
and four on Harrison street. On Harri- 
son street there arc ten owners t lots 
who have not asked for this and do not 
wish it. of these Benjamin and George 
W. Dickcrman own five. On Dickcrman 
road there are only four people who 
have asked for that sidewalk, there are 
eight lot owners who do not wish >t, and 
they all think there is no need of con- 
crete sidewalks in that neighborhood, 
there is no public necessity that they 
should be built against the wishes or 
against the wishes of a majority of the 
owners of lots on those streets. It 
should be borne in mind that during the 
last week those streets have been as- 
sessed at tlic rate of thirty-five dollars 
on every lot tor the cost of building the 
street, Mr. Rcnjaniiu Dickcrman has 
been assessed $250, and at this lime u 
?eeuif inexpedient to spend more money 
on sidewalks, it seems the interests of 
Mr. Benjamin and Mr. George \Y. Dick- 
erman are at stake more than anybody 
else and they should be considered. 

Mr. William E. Moore: As Mr. Stud- 
ley has just said these streets have just 
been improved am! one of the provisions 
that was brought up about accepting the 
street was the subject of drainage. Tne 
streets have been macadamized, and the 
.sidewalks have been very nicely covered 
with gravel and I consider them in very 
good condition, they are much better 
then they have been for the last ten 
years, people have not objected to then*, 
very much before and as a property uwn- 
er there 1 for one own lots and knew. 
We have just been through an assess- 
ment for sewers and now for the street 
improvement and in my case I have had 
to pay about $85 for the street which we 
thought was all right, but we do not 
think at this time that opr tenants should 
pm in this petition for sidewalks against 
our wishes. This street is not a thor- 
oughfare, there is no outlet at the other 
end and no traffic excepting for the pco. 
pie who live there. And we do not feel 
that we should be called upon at the 
present time to put money into these 
things for which ive shall receive no re- 
turn and only the people who hire prop- 
erty want them. 

Mr. Frank K. Moore; The people 
who have objected here are people who 
own property and lease that property, 
they do not live on that street them- 
selves, they are not called upon to walk 
there, Mr. Dickenuau may walk there 
once a month to collect his rents but Mr. 
Moore does not walk there at all. Now 
the people in my mind to be considered 
in this tiling are the people living on 
these two streets, each one extending 
only about five hundred feet. There art 
over one hundred and thirty people, tal: 
ing the two streets together, it seems 
these people are the people who shou 1 ) 
be considered. This cost of concreting is 
only a nominal one, a very slight cost 
and 1 understand in some instances th. 
parties mentioned here as remonstrant 
have raised their rents anywhere from 
three in four dollars a month which 
would pay for concreting the street, it 


seems as though they were going to get 
even sonic way. 1 have lived on the 
street for fifteen years and know win* 
the condition of tlic sidewalks arc, I 
cannot walk on. them in had weather. 

The hearings were then closed and 
subsequently orders were ordered au- 
thorizing the work to proceed. 

The Public Buildings Commissioner 
submitted the applications of H. H. 
Hum to erect a studio on Oak Hill, ami 
of John Dolan Coal Co to erect a frame 
office building on Concord st, and favor- 
able action was immediately taken. 

The matter of approving the proposed 
incorporation of Abram Shricr et al as 
the Congregation Anslini Shepard, with 
the report of the Police Department 
thereon was referred. 

The bond of Alfred M. Russell as 
constable with the American Surety Co 
as surety was approved. 

The request of the School Commit- 
tee for transfers in its appropriations 
was referred. 

Hearings were ordered for Dec. 2 on 
petitions of the Gas Light Co for poles 
on Waldorf and Langley roads, of the 
Telephone Co for poles in Waldorf and 
Norman roads, of E. C. Leach for re- 
moval of tree Crystal st., of F. E. Taft 
for removal of tree in Harvard st and 
of I. H. Snow to sell denatured alcohol. 

Petitions of Charles Lawson for 
transfer of pool and billiard license to 
299 Walnut st, of Reuben Forknali and 
Wiley S. Edmunds for renewal of Auc- 
tioneer licenses, of John W. Hnnnigan 
to move a building to Homer street and 
of W. P>. Michclls for wagon license and 
liquor transportation permit were grant, 
ed without reference. 

These petitions were referred : — Des- 
mond ct al for change of name of Cem- 
etery avenue to Homer avenue, of Han- 
nigau et al for sewer in Cemetery uvc., 
of Florence E. Alexander for concrete 
sidewalk under betterment act on Pet- , 
tee st., of William Claflin estate to move 
building across Elm road, of L. K. 
Storrs attorney for damages to broken 
window, of J. R. Robertson for sewer 
in Riverside st., and of R. C. Spring for 
reimbursement of part cost of fence on 
Grove st. 

The requests to apportion street bet- 
terments of Wilmot M. Brown, Dicker- 
man road, 3 parts, Mary E. Fuller, Cook 
st, 10 parts, and Mary C. Ruddick, Har- 
rison st. ten parts, were granted. 

On recommendation of committees, 
orders were adopted rescinding sidewalk 
betterment on Bellevue st and levying 
the same anew in different amount, au- 
thorizing printing of city documents for 
1907, making certain transfers in appro 
priations of School, Police and Fire de- 
partments, authorizing water mains in 
Commonwealth ave ($350) and Wliit- 
lowe road ($315), authorizing sewers 
in Lexington and River streets, making 
certain award* for land taken tor sew- 
ers at Waban, granting the Telephone 
Company attachments on Union st, pole 
locations cm Laurel st and Grant ave- 
nue and permission to remove poles on 
Grant avenue, authorizing removal of 
trees on Sumner and Woodbine *ls.. re- 
questing mayor to petition for construc- 
tion oi a new armory, assigning hear- 
ings, Dec. 2 on rounding corner of River 
st and Auburiidale avenue, for taking 
land in Hawthorn st for sewer; for lay- 
ing .-ewer across railroad tracks at 
Cook st., also appropriating $3U(X) addi- 
tional iur Snow and Icc and $20(10 ad- 
ditional for sidewalks, authorizing re- 
ceipt of $54.18 from citizens of Newton 
Highlands for certain park improve- 
ments, assuming street lxrttcrmcnts as- 
sessed on etate James Claffy, Cook st. 

On recommendation of committees 
leave to withdraw was granted W. C. 
McIntosh and J. P. McGill for liquor 
transportation permits, of ^arah Flatten 
for rebate oi junk license fee of Xaimec 
Flatten deceased, inexpedient was re- 
ported on petitions of police officers for 
$1200 salary after five years service and 
on petition Chas. F. Osborne for $1500 
salary as asst inspector oi wires. 

Petition of the highway formeii for 
.alary of $19.50 per week was referred 
to the mayor on recommendation of the 
Finance Committee. 

Awagon license was granted Wil- 
liam Matthes and license to keep and 
Sell gasolene off Washington st ward 5 
to Chas. A. Ferson. 

Orders were also adopted declaring 
the result of the recent state election, 
and calling meetings for the city elec- 
tion on Dcceinb- r 10th. 

The budget for 1908 as recommended 
by the Finance Committee was then 
taken up. 

Alderman Day: You will notice that 
the Committee recommends some $2300 
more than the Mayor’s approval. This is 
not, however, exactly correct, very many 
of the items have since the first approval 
of the Mayor been passed upon by him 
and have received his approval.

Then there is an increase in Police De- 
partment!-, $200 for the drivers of the 
patrol wagon, and $100 for the Inspec- 
tor of Plumbing.

Last year it was 
thought best to put it all in the Health 
Department but it has been found not to 
work well in our collections of other 
cities therefore it was recommended by 
tin- Mayor after the list had been pre- 
pared that we charge this to the Charity 

Department. 


There is an increase in the Health 
Department of $300 for inspection of 
schools. 

The largest increase is under Educa- 
tion, the total being $1100. This includes 
$500 for evening schools, for it has been 
found that more wish to avail themselves 
of the opportunity for education in the 
evening.

1 might refer to the fact that the in- 
crease being some $65,000 more than last 
year, the greatest increase seems to be 
in the Educational Department, there 
being an increase in salaries there and 
a large increase as a protection that we 
thought was necessary a«*ainst other cit- 
ies taking away our best teachers. Then 
there is an increase in Highways over 
1907 of something like $18,000 and in the 
item of Serial Bonds $11,000, while un- 
der General Government also there is 
something like $2600 over 1907 and in 
Protection of Life and Property some 
$4500 over 1907. 

Alderman <3owcn : This is the wrong 
time to raise salaries of the heads of our 
departments. T do not believe that we 
can afford to do it. We could afford 
perhaps to give that few hundred dol- 
lars additional if we were in a position 
where we could advance salaries justly, 
if we advance those that arc mentioned 


l do not sec any reason why we should 
not advance other worthy officials like 
our Water Commissioner the Chief of 
our Fire Department and Police Depart- 
ment.

and we are making a mistake to do it, 
but unquestionably our City Engineer is 
entitled to more money and I would like 
to sec him get it when the proper lime 
comes. 

Alderman Day: Of course in our bus- 
iness wc do not hesitate in advancing 
salaries in some cases and not in others, 
I think the same rule should be adopted 
in this business to pick and choose. The 
•committee have considered at length all 
these different requests for raises, their 
hearts would incline them to every re- 
quest. The head lias decided as we have 
decided and it was unanimous in the 
•case of I lie advances to the Street Com- 
missioner ami City Engineer. The May- 
or feels and we feel too that these are 
officials who arc very valuable to us and 
that if we descent it right wc were un- 
derpaying them and wc thought their re- 
quest for an advance as endorsed by the 
Mayor was entirely in order. When we 
liavc good clerks we want to keep them ; 
it disorganizes the departments to let a 
•clerk go who is worth more than we* 
have been paying him for the lack of a 
few hundred dollars more. The other 
•clerks have no right to criticise the em- 
ployer who advances, it is his judgment, 
it is his business, this is ours, therefore 
we decided they are entitled to what wc 
liave granted them and we feel that any 
•other course would not be consistent to 
the best interests of the City. 

Alderman Condrin : I believe that 
some of the salaries should have been 
advanced but there are others that 
-should not. I think it has been said that 
in some of our departments the work is 
not as great or will not be as great in 
the future as it lias been, that it will be 
decreasing, and wc propose to raise the 
salary in this department. Can the City 
afford to pay these wages? While these 
are good- men and probably are worth it 
and perhaps more if the work is there 
to do, where the work is decreasing is it 
jjood policy to raise the salaries? 

Alderman Day: Work may vary from 
year to year but because this year it is 
not expected it will be quite as large 
as last year, in the main the responsi- 
bilities of these officials is steadily in- 
creasing and if as is very probable the 
case we have underpaid them last year 
the fact that we are increasing them this 
year is as it were averaging the thing 
and we feel that there can be no real 
objection on that ground. The Street 
Commissioner has a great deal under 
his care, the geographical size of our 
city and the many departments that he 
has to oversee, he has been asked to 
take a more honorable position and I 
have been assured at a higher salary 
even than we propose to pay him. Any 
thing we can do to guard against his 
leaving us or the other official leaving 
us to tempting offers outside wc are 
hound to do irrespective of whether 
there is live per cent less work to be 
<lone in the department; their vigilencc 
•will have to be as great although the 
work dune by them may not be quite 

* lS Aider man Doherty: I do not think the 
time is n roper for the increases such as 
have been "ranted except that it can be 
done in a general way. No doubt these 
officials are wortli it and can better their 
conditions elsewhere, it seems to me in 
'inirr to have harmony in the depart- 
ment Nome notice should have been tak- 
en of tiie request* made by the different 
assistants. Undoubtedly the Street Com- 
missioner is a very busy man and has 
great responsibilities, but much of the 
work of that department is carried on 
the shuuUlers 01 an able deputy, who 
asked for an increase in salary. 

There are other cases where an in- 
crease has been granted. Take the book- 
keeper in the auditor's department, who 
gets $tK00 n year as assistant to the 
auditor and from another position which 
lie occupies and it seems to me that is a

big salary for the kind of work he is 
called upon to perform. The Scaler of 
Weights and Measures, gets an increase 
of $250, 1 think uncalled for. The busi- 
ness of this office does not require an 
official’s whole time, the duties are not 
arduous, and it seems to me the increase 
is unnecessary. The ealt-firemen, are 
men that are called upon to leave their 
work or their homes or wherever they 
may be, at all hours of the day or night, 
whether dressed ill working clothes or 
their best clothes, if they go to a fire and 
a suit of clothes is destroyed they have 
no redress and it seems to me tor the 
chances they take in going to these fires 
they are worth some consideration and 
tiie small increase they ark for should 
he granted. I believe the increased cost 
of living demands these increases but if 
we cannot in our present state of finan- 
ces grant these increases I believe wc 
have established a had precedent and 
have also created somewhat of a feeling 
>*■' disseiiiion in the various departments. 
The Committee are guided in their rec- 
ommendations by the reports made to 
them by the various departments' heads 
and also by the observations made by 
the Mayor.' but if this same committee 
had the time and onportuir* to enter 
into this matter in detail, examine into 
:t as closely as it calls for, their recom- 
mendations would be slightly different. 
It seems to me as a matter of expense 
the City of Newton could better control 
it. if they bad a man whose business it 
was to inquire into the different depart- 
ments and to examine carefully all biMs, 
etc. The expenses of the citv would be 
materially reduced and by granting a 
salary of $2(XK) to a controller, a man 
who had full powers to act, the city 
would lie in a position by the saving 
made h.v his observations to grant in- 
creases all along the line from highest 
to lowest. In the case of these stenog- 
raphers who have asked for an increase, 
it seems to me the pav they get is far 
in excess of the pay they would get in i 
mercantile houses. In making these re- 
marks I want it distinctly under stood 
that I have no itnemion of criticizing 
tiie committee. 

Alderman Day : Let me say the Com- 
nlittec welcomes criticism. 

| Alderman Dav stated in reply to a 
I question about the $5000 miscellaneous 
for the Mayor’s office, that he had not 
thought it necessary to ask for the items 
on that point nor Jiad any of the mem- 
bers of the committee. 

Alderman Day : Looking at the salary 
of the auditor’s bookkeeper, in that de- 
partment there is a peculiar condition. 
Our Auditor necessarily leaves a large 
part of the work on account of his age 
to the bookkeeper. The bookkeeper was 
fully competent to take the auditor’s po- 
sition should he resign and as the book- 
keeper does so much of the work anil 
relieves the auditor, we felt that it en- 
tirel proper to grant this increase. 
There were one or two cases where I 
would like to have consulted my heart 
and where the salary’ asked was only a 
small increase, but at the same lime we 
endeavored to follow strict business 
principles. 

Alderman Palmer: Personally J was 
present at every meeting of the Finance 
Committee, heard the evidence ^resented 
to them. I considered it one of ttye best 
civic educations one could have^and 1 
consider that this year the Finance 
Committee have done their work admir- 
ably well. 1 heartily coincide with what 
i he chairman has said ami in the way 
in which he and the committee have con- 
sidered the advances made in salaries. 

1 believe in v self that it is not advisable 
nor businesslike to make t uniform or 
percentage advance in salaries of high 
grade officials. The information given by 
the mayor far outclassed any report that 
could have been made by a coni roller 
who could have been employed at $21XX) 
a year. In mv observations of course 1 
have not been brought into so close con. 
tact with all of the officials as the Mayor 


lias, but they arc all splendid men and 
they are all working for the interest of 
the city. As far as the Street Commis- 
sioner is concerned I believe he has been 
underpaid in considering the work lie 
does for the city ; he is worth more than 
we propose to pay him, even if he does 
do a little less work. These remarks ap- 
ply with just as great force with regard 
to the city engineer, relative to the class 
of work that lie does and the salary that 
lie is paid, he is an expert in his line, 
and I heartily concur with what the com- 
mittee has asked us to do. 

Alderman Hall stated in regard to the 
appropriation of $5000 for Mayor’s Mis- 
cellaneous. That appropriation has al- 
ways been regarded as a sort of waste- 
basket to cover matters that are not 
taken care of anywhere else, things like 
damage cases or judgments from the 
Court where they have to he paid are 
all charged to this appropriation. For 
the last two years there has been a 
working balance there to take care of 
contracts which the Mayor has negotia- 
ted. I believe the recommendations are 
made on a sound basis. The particular 
items that have been mentioned arc al- 
most amazing to me. I find that we have 
i the reputation with our street commis- 
sioner and city engineer as being two of 
the most efficient men in their class in 1 
the State, They tire men who are con- 
sulted by other officials in other cities 
and towns because of their standing and i 
reputation. 

Alderman Bowen: T do not wish to be; 
mistaken in my policy with regard to ! 
the street commissioner ami city engin- 
eer. I believe they are worth that mon- 
ey and I would vote to give them that 
money if other heads of departments 
could have au increase who I believe 
are entitled to it but are so humble they 
do not conic before us to ask it. 

Alderman Lyons: Earlier in the year' 
I was one of the first men to ask for an 1 
increase. I started with the class of men ] 
I thought were entitled to it and it has 
been practically granted. I believe it is 
for the best interests of the city to in- 
crease the salaries of the different offi* 
cials and I believe the City will be ben- 
efitted by it. I think every member who 
was present at the Finance Committee 
meeting received the information which 
would warrant them in doing exactly 
what the Finance Committee saw fit to 
do. The total increase was $2300. 1 can 
see where that amount will be offset 
when wc dispose with two of the As- 
sessors who receive a salary of $1100 a ] 
year each as the Board has passed an ! 
order a short time ago reducing the 
number from five to three in 1909. 

Alderman Day: I would like to ex- 
plain in regard to the deputy street 
commissioner, it lias been said that his 
request came in too late, but there was 
another reason why it was not granted, 
the request was* for such a large increase 
that 1 think it prejudiced his case with 
us. 1 personally would have been wil- 
ling to have made his salary $2000 jn- 
Ntreail of $190(1. 

Alderman While: l have fell that on 
general principles the present is not an 
omiortuno time to raise salaries oi heads 
of departments, hut 1 do feel very : 
strongly on one subject mentioned b> 
the member from \\ ard 6 and that :s 
the water commissioner and l feel that 
his salary of $2300 is less by $500 than 
lie should receive. Nearly all of us re- 
member the time when the water depart- 
ment of Newton had a superintendent 
of water works at a high salary and w o 
now know that the water commissioner 
does the superintendence and the work 
of running his office and his department 
is making an income for the city, we are 
getting a good return for au outlay of 
$23U) which we pav him. 

Alderman Cabot : The chairman of the 
Finance Committee has opened the way 
ami I am going to make the motion, 
that the salary* of the deputy commis- 
sioner of streets be made $3lXX) 

Alderman Day: In answering the al- 


derman from Ward 5 I would like^ to 
say that since I have been oil the Fin- 
ance Committee it has not been the cus- 
tom for the committee where neither 
the department nor the mayor recom- 
mend an increase to consider any dif- 
erent sum than lias been paid. That may 
not be the proper way of looking at it 
but we naturally arc not seeking for 
ways in which to spend the city's mon- 
ey. 

Alderman Bosson : T feci that the com- 
mittee has already recommended the 
maximum appropriation at this time. 
Personally l would not object if the 
majority of the Board was in favor of 
the deputy's salary being raised $100, 
hut 1 would much prefer to let it stand 
as the committee recommend. 

Alderman Day: The dcmity street 
commissioner requested a raise of $600 
not $300. . 

Alderman Doherty tiien moved to have 
the salary of the deputy street commis- 
sioner raised to $2100. 

The motion to fix the salary at $2100 
was defeated. It was then fixed at $2000 
by a vote of 13 to 5. 

Alderman Condrin: In regard to the 
call firemen, I think the Finance Com- 
mittee should have granted sonic in- 
crease if it is only a slight one. The 
chief of the fire department said he 
would prefer to have permanent men 
instead of call men but wc have the call 
men and until they are replaced by per- 
meuent men we ought to deal justly by 
the men according to the work they have 
to do. 

Alderman Bosson: The Chief of Fire 
Department said that any more money 
the City was to expend in his depart- 
ment should be expended on permanent 
men. 

Alderman Condrin: There was some 
doubt in my mind ill regard to the in- 
! crease in the department estimates to 
take care of the increase to the city la- 
borers. It is the intention for each de- 
partment beginning January first, to apy 
the laborers an increase in wages? 

Alderman Day: The committee felt 
that any man who is worth $200 should 
receive $2 but if the man was worth only 
$1.75 that is all he should get or if he is 
worth hut $1.50 he should get that, and 
we agreed that every able bodied man 
was worth two dollars a dav and should 
get it from the city but there was on 
vote taken to that effect, the superinten- 
dent of streets understands that is the 
sentiment of the mayor and the finance 
committee. 

Alderman Condrin : T believe the city 
officials arc worth all they are getting 
and more too. but with a reduced 
amount of work it did not seem an op- 
portune time to raise salaries. The city 
engineer is a very valuable man for the 
city to have. 

Alderman Lyons: I do not think there 
is a better street commissioner in the 
New England states than our present 
street commissioner and I am thorough. 
!y satisfied to leave this matter of two 
dollars a day entirely in his hands. 

The order for $1,166,113.80 was then 
unanimously ndonted. followed by the 
, passage of orders adopting the estimate 
of receipts for 1908 and establishing 
the rate of interest on unpaid taxes. 

The hoard at 11.03 adiourned.

Sonic of the contents of the mill were 
saved at great risk bv the firemen, ihe 
loss to the Leather Tire (mods company 
was estimated at $40,000, that of the 
Acme broom works at $5000 and the 
loss on the building itself at $40,000. It 
is stated that the loss is partly covered 
by insurance. 

Resides the house of Mr. Osborne on 
High street the flames ignited the dwell- 
ings of Henry Tibbetts. 109 High st ; 
Richard H. Adams, 132 High st; John 
A. McKenzie, 103 High st, and then 
caught the houses of Thomas Furdon. 
1304 Boy 1st on st; Mrs. John Hill, 1305 
Boylston st ; William H. Kcrrivan, 1284 
Boylston st ; a dwelling owned by Wal- 
ter Cheslcy on the same thoroughfare 
and the church of Ynhveli, 1276 Boyl- 
ston street. 

Running along Chestnut street the 
flames caught the upper part^ of tile 
houses of Mrs. Mary Leach, 954 Chest- 
nut st; Thomas F. Shaughncssy, 966 
Chestnut street and Samuel A. Piper, 
937 Chestnut street. 

Bv drenching these buildings the fire- 
men, assisted by a large crew of vol- 
unteers, extinguished the fires with only 
comparatively slight damage resulting, 
except to the Usbornc house. Some idea 
of the fierceness of the wind may be 
gained by the fact that sparks and em- 
bers were blown to the premises of Fred 
W. Cobb, 49 Rockland place, fully a 
third of a mile away from the mill. Mr. 
Cobb’s dwelling was not damaged, but a 
henhouse on- the premises caught fire and 
burned flat. 

The firemen fought the flames in the 
mill ruins all the afternoon. For a time 
it looked as though cverv house in the 
vincinity was doomed. Alotv Boylston, 
Chestnut and High streets many of the 
families moved out their household ef- 
fects and prepared for a hasty flight. 

While about every resident of the vi- 
cinity came to the assistance of the fire- 
men in every way possible the women of 
the village, headed by Mrs. W. C. F.sta- 
hrook and Mrs. H. A. Smith prepared 
large quantities of sandwiches and cof- 
fee for the firemen. Mrs. Estabrook and 
Mrs. Smith «ct up a commissary de- 
partment in the lee of the fire between 
the mill ruins and the bank of the 
Charles river. 

Besides being strong enough to carry 
the sparks a long distance the wind was 
a biting cold one. Whenever the firemen 
stopped work tor a few minutes rest 
they suffered from the cold. Police Capt. 
Ryan and Scrgt. Clay were on hand with 
a large detail of police, who rendered 
assistance to many families. 

The burning of the mill will throw 
many workmen out of employment, ft 
is stated that both concerns which oc- 
cupied the structure will find quarters 
as soon as possible, but it is said that 
it is not likely that the mill will be re- 
huilt,

imous agreement in the report which 
they made, which was submitted to Con. 
gress and referred to the Committee on 
Hanking and Currency. This report pro- 
posed a plan for the issuing of national 
bank currency credit notes, the recom- 
mendations being in the following form : 

Credit Bank Notes 

First. Any national bank having been 
actively doing business for one year, and 
having a surplus fund equal to twenty 
per cent of its capital, shall have author- 
ity to issue credit notes as follows, sub- 
ject to the rules and regulations to be 
determined by the Comptroller of the 
Currency. 

(a) A 11 amount equal to forty per 
cent of its bond-secured circulation, but 
not to exceed twenty-five per cent of its 
capital, subject to a tax at the rate of 
two and one-half per cent per annum 
upon the average amount outstanding. 
Provided, that if at any time in the fu- 
ture the present proportion of the total 
outstanding miniatured United States 
bonds to the total capitalization of all 
going national batiks shall diminish, then 
the authorized issue of credit notes shall 
he increased to a correspondingly greater 
percentage of its Ixmd-secured notes. 

(b) A further amount equal to 
twelve and one-half per cent of its cap- 
ital, subject to a tax at the rate of five 
per cent per annum upon the average 
amount outstanding in excess of the 
amount first mentioned. 

The total of credit notes and bond- 
secured notes shall not exceed the cap- 
ital. 

Reserve 

Second. The same reserves shall be 
carried against credit notes as arc now 
required by law to be carried against de- 
posits. 

Guar a illy Fund 

Third. The taxes provided upon 
credit notes shall l>c paid in gold to the 
Treasurer of the United States, and shall 
constitute a guaranty fund for the re- 
demption of notes of failed banks, and 
for the payment of the expenses of 
printing and the cost of redemption. In 
order that the Guaranty Fund may be 
ample from the beginning, any bank 
making application to take out credit 
notes for issue shall deposit with the 
Treasurer of the United States in gold 
an amount equal to five per cent thereof. 
The unused portion of this initial pay- 
ment shall be an asset of the contribut- 
ing banks respectively, and shall be re- 
funded from time to time when this may 
be done without reducing the Guaranty 
Fund below an amount equal to five per- 
cent of the credit notes taken out. 

Redemption 

Fourth. The Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency 7-hall designate numerous redemp- 
tion cities conveniently located in the 
various parts of the country. Through 
the agency of the banks in such citie* 
adequate facilities shall be provided for 
active daily redemption of credit notes 

Fifth. The provision of existing law 
limiting the retirement of lxmd- seemed 
notes to $3,000,000 per month shall bv 
repealed. 

Sixth. All public moneys above a rea- 
sonable working balance, from whatever 
source derived, shall be currently depos- 
ited from day to day in national banks 
without requiring collateral security or 
special guaranty therfor, but in no case 
shall tile balance carried with any bank 
exceed fifty per cent of the capital there- 
of. AH banks receiving such public mon- 
eys on deposit shall pay into the United 
States treasury interest thereon at the 
rate of two per cent per annum. 

A bill was framed on the lines of the 
report submitted by the Currency Com- j 
mission, referred to the Committee on j 
Banking and Currency, and protracted 
hearings were given by that committee 
at which members of the Currency C 0111 - 
mi,--ion and many others appeared, gen- 
erally in advocacy of the proposition, 
though there was some opposition de- 
veloped. There was a radical difference 
of opinii*i in the committee on the mei- 
its of this legislation, varying from 
those who believe it is inflation pure and 
>i tuple to those who believe it the wisest 
and soundest basis for issuing currency, j 
A similar currency is used in Scotland. 
England, Germany, France and Canada ! 
and many other countries, in some of 
these countries it being the only cur- | 
renev in circulation, and generally speak- j 
mg* it has given good satisfaction; but 


owing to our diversified currency system 
it is not the wish of any considerable 
number of those who have considered 
the subject that this currency be issued 
for any other than emergency purpose* 
and of course if it were issued purely 
and simply as an emergency currency 
and it were announced that it were is- 
sued to prevent a crisis, that very fact 
would be a warning to the business com- 
munity that financial conditions were un- 
sound, and would tend to create distrust 
and distress which might otherwise be 
avoided. Therefore, it seems to me es- 
sential that if such currency is to be is- 
sued it be done in due form ami in such 
a way that it will naturally be redeemed 
as soon as the necessity for its issuance 
is past. 

The points to be considered are elas- 
ticity, safety, a suitable tax and suitable’ 
methods of redemption. Referring to the 
first of these, elasticity, we have to turn 
to other countries for our guide, and it 
is safe to say that in every country where 
this currency, has been used it lias met 
this desideratum. In every instance 
which I have examined, notes of this 
character have adjusted themselves to 
the varying business requirements. In 
Germany five banks issue credit notes, 
and may issue a total of $130,000,000 
without tax. Issues beyond this amount 
are taxed five per cent per annum. When 
notes are issued beyond the amount 
which can be issued without tax, it is 
looked upon as a response to commer- 
cial demands, and through the daily re- 
demption methods in vogue such excess 
is rapidly retired. 

The credit notes of France are not 
taxed, and the authorized issue. $1,000,- 
000,000, has never been reached, prob- 
ably because the volume of business in 
France has never required such a large 
amount. It has been found in France 
that the outstanding notes fluctuate daily 
and adjust themselves to the needs of 
commerce. 

The credit notes of Canada are taxed 
to maintain a Guaranty blind, and for 
that purpose only. The authorized issue 
is equivalent to the capital of the banks 
issuing them, and it has been found that 
the amount outstanding responds very 
quickly to business demands. At present 
the issue is practically up to the maxi- 
mum limit, though ordinarily such con- 
dition obtains in the spring and fall. 

In Scotland the currency system is 
very similar to that in Canada. One pe- 
culiarity of the automatic adjustment of 
the outstanding volume of its currency is 
that experience shows that the entire 
volume is redeemed every eighteen days, 
while in Canada the redemption of the 
entire outstanding currency takes thirty 
days. 

Therefore, if we are to be governed 
by the instances referred to, we may as- 
sume that a credit currency will provide 
tile elasticity which is so largely lacking 
in our present outstanding circulation. 

The reasonable safety of this currency 
seems to be assured. During the opera- 
tion of our present National Banking 
System, failed banks have had outstand- 
ing al the time of failure something over 
$I7.IKKI.(XX) of Ijoiid-securcd notes. The 
total assets of these banks realized have 
been seventy-eight per cent of their lia- 
bilities. The tax upon circulation since 
the organization of the National Bank- 
ink System, 011 c per cent up to 1900, and 
one-half per cent since, would have real- 
ized on the total amount of notes which 
those hanks had outstanding nearly 
$90,000,000. which would be at least 
eighteen times the amount required to 
cover such losses. In other words, a tax 
of one-eighth of one per cent would 
seem to be quite sufficient to cover any 
possible loss on account of the failure 
of a bank; and as no one lias proposed 
a tax of less than two and one-half per 
cent, these notes would seem to be safe 
without question. As indicated in the re- 
port of the commission, the tax proposed 
was two and one-half per cent up to a 
limited Issue, and five per cent for an 
additional issue of twelve and one-halt 
per cent of ihe capital of the bank. In 
the bill reported by the Committee on 
Banking and Currency the tax on the 
original issue was placed at three per 
cent, and many members of the commit- 
tee were in favor of making even this 
rate materially higher, and there was 
quite as much diversity of opinion on 
what constitutes a suitable tax as on any 
other feature of the bill. If we were to

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tqke the experience of other countries, 
a very small tax would seem to be suffi- 
cient to meet every contingency, but, in 
my judgment, this currency, if issued, 
should remain outstanding only ns long 
as there is a business necessity for it, 
and I do not believe it would be retired, 
or entirely retired, under our complex 
banking system unless there were a de- 
cline in money rates to a figure lower 
than the tax. In this couni ry we never 
see rates on commercial paper below 
three per cent, and very seldom below 
four per cent. Therefore, it seemed to 
me that the tax should be made at least 
four per cent, and possibly as high a 
rale as five per cent, in which case there 
would be no doubt of the immediate re- 
tirement of these notes whenever the 
demand for them had ceased. If the rate 
wcrc made five per cent, the cost to the 
issuing bank would be six and two- 
thirds per cent. If the rate were made 
four per cent, the cost to the issuing 
bank would be about five and onc-lialf 
per cent, so that on the whole it would 
seem as if a tax of between four and 
five per cent would be a sufficient rate 
to impose. If banks are to make any 
considerable profit on this currency, they 
will naturally issue ys much as possible 
and keep it out as long a time as pos- 
sible; but if it is issued for the benefit 
of the business community, and not for 
the benefit of the bank, the bank will 
issue it only under stress and will retire 
it at the first opportunity. In issuing 
currency of this character we have a very 
different problem from that which ob- 
tains in other countries, for in the coun- 
tries referred to there are comparatively 
few banks, but under the proposition 
which wc are considering every national 
bank would be authorized lo issue more 
or less, and therefore the question of re- 
demption is one of the most difficult to 
meet satisfactorily. 

It seems reasonable to assume that if 
it is profitable to issue these notes, no 
bank would ever pay out a competitor's 
note, but would send it in for retirement 
and issue its own note instead. There- 
fore, no bank would have to concern it- 
self about retiring its own notes; so if 
we were considering these notes from 
the standpoint of a profit which they 
might give to the issuing bank, the whole 
incentive for retiring would be whether 
a bank receiving the notes of another 
bank could issue its own and make mon- 
ey by so doing. In this case, the lower 
the tax tile greater would be the incen- 
tive for forcing in a competitor’s notes; 
but if the purpose of the note is to fur- 
nish an emergency currency, without re- 
gard to the profit, it seems to me that 
the higher tax is the more desirable. 

White primarily this is a banker’s 
problem, it is, in fact, one which concerns 
every business man, and it is quite true 
that any additional cost, such as a high 
tax on this currency, would ultimately 
fall on the bank’s customers rather than 
on the bank; but my experience is that 
the average business man wishes to be 
assured that in case of necessity he can 
get money to conduct his business. The ( 
rate may be burdensome for the time 
being, but lie expects to buy the money 
his necessities require and pay the mar- 
ket price for it. His constant fear is that 
he will not he able to buy it at any price. 
Therefore, when the business commu- 
nity fully understands that there must be 
some oilier form of currency to meet 
every possible business contingency in 
this country, and that that form’ of cur- 
rency should be such that it would be 
retired promptly when not needed, there 
will be such a demand for action that 
Congress will respond without delay 
with suitable legislation. And it is the 
part of wisdom that every business man 
consider this subject before the emer- 
gency arises, because action cannot be 
taken in a day, or month, and possibly 


not for a year if Congress does not hap- 
pen lo be in session. One of the weak- 
nesses of our present hodge-podge cur- 
rency system is that, in every case, when 
any part of our existing currency has 
been authorized, it has been the result, 
not of careful and mature consideration 
and preparation before the necessity 
arose, but has been caused by war ne- 
cessities or commercial distress. My 
judgment is that nothing is more im- 
portant or more essential to the ‘stabil- 
ity of our commercial interests than that 
some suitable legislation of the charac- 
ter referred to in this article he adopted 
without any considerable delay.

The primary election results indicate 
but few contests at the coining city elec- 
tion, altho there is still time for inde- 
pendent nominations to be made. The 
Republicans have chosen an admirable 
candidate for mayor in the person of ex 
alderman George Hutchinson, llis ser- 
vice at City Hall has made him familiar 
with municipal matters and his broad 
business experience, combined with an 
unusual public spirit, amply qualify him 
for the position of chief executive of our 
city. The Republican candidates for al- 
dermen at large, with two exceptions, 
arc members of the present board and 
further comment is superfluous. The 
nomination of Mr. Charles \V. Leonard 
in ward 2 is excellent in every respect, 
and Mr. Miller is highly regarded in 
Ward 4. For school committee the same 
policy has been followed and all the 
candidates are members of the presen. 
board, and here, again, further comment 
is unnecessary. For aldermen by ward, 
the Republicans endorse a Democrat 
William J. Doherty, whose course in the 
board has received the warmest com- 
mendations from his associates. Mr. 
Charles F. Avery, the candidate in ward 
2, is the type of business man, Newton 
prefers to honor. Mr. Williamson in 
ward 3, who has been selected to make tbe 
fight against Alderman Condrin, is a 
business man who would add strength 
to the board, but we fear is hardly pop- 
ular enough to defeat the present aider- 
man in a ward so nearly Democratic as 
ward three. Alderman Converse, serv- 
ing at present as alderman at large from 
ward 4 has been drafted to run for ward 
alderman against Alderman Lyons. Mr. 
Converse, vve believe should have been 
slated for tbe nomination for alderman 
at large, as his business experience 
would he of value while the new Tech 
nical High school is under construction, 
it is possible of course to elect Mr. Con- 
verse as ward alderman, but the popu 
larity of Alderman Lyons will leave the 
result in doubt until the last ballot is 
counted. Aldermen Bacon in ward 5 and 
Alderman Day in ward 7 are strong 
candidates whose election is not in doubt 
for an instant. In ward 6 the friendly 
contest between Mr. George W. Pratt 
aud Mr. Burton Payne Gray, was settled 
most decidedly in favor of the older 
mail, whose election in December will 
follow as a matter of coure. Mr. Pratt 
made a splendid showing for a young 
man. and wc trust that the future will 
hold aldermanic honors for one who has 
shown such a large amount of public 
spirit. 

The Democratic nomination for may- 
or goes to Mr. Thomas W. Proctor of 
Chestnut hill, who has declined that 
doubtful honor, conferred by five votes. 
Tlie party has made nominations for 
several offices but the candidates hav 
little chance for election save for ward 
aldermen in wards 3 and 4 where the 
present aldermen are striving for re- 
election. Aldermen Condrin and Lyons 
can be elected, if the Republican vote 
fails to turn out — a contingency extreme- 
ly likely to occur. 

Bids for the construction of the pro- 
posed new Technical high school are be- 
ing requested by the Public Buildings 
Commissioner and the probable cost will 
soon become public. In die meantime es- 
timates ranging front $250,000 to $350,000 
have been made and the subject is be- 
ing viewed with hesitation by some of 
our prominent taxpayers. Taken by it- 
self, there is good ground for an ad- 
verse opinion as to die present expe- 
diency in entering upon so large a pro- 
ject, ami yet when it is known that the 
city has reached the point where anoth- 
er High School of some sort is abso- 
lutely needed, on account of the over 
crowding of the present building, the 
mature deliberations of a competent tri- 
bunal are entitled to great weight.

Women’s Clubs. 

Edited by Miss Grace M. Burt. 

Abstract of ail address delivered be- 
fore flic New York State Federation by 
Mrs. Lorenzo P. Brown, of the Crafts- 
man Workshop of Syracuse. 

Can the children of my household be- 
lieve in the honesty of my purpose if I 
surround them with gilt and spindle- 
legged furniture which was never meant 
for anything but to appear fine? Will 
they cluster about the table of chilly 
marble to do their lessons in the early 
evening hours, or, later in life, look long- 
ingly back upon a home where jarring 
colors and perishable stuffs made them 
long for freedom? 

No amount of tastefully arranged fur- 
niture can animate that room and make 
it homelike until some one has entered 
it to stay, some one who will put into it 
a human interest. 

You are fully aware that every object 
in the home, whether of wood, metal, or 
fabric, should have a reason for being 
there; that in its structure and ornamen- 
tation the material of which it is made 
should he the first consideration. You 
do not need to he told that cross-stitch 
embroidery is had art when employed 
upon a fabric where a weave docs not 
plainly suggest it; that to glue impossi- 
ble ornaments on your furniture is 
equally had ; that a chair which is better 
fitted for some other purpose than to sit 
upon may he well made and beautifully 
ornamented, but is still not a good chair 
because it lacks the first essential of its 
being; that a lamp intended merely for 
ornament and useless for lighting pur- 
poses is not good art, because it is false. 
You know also that gold wall paper is 
not a friendly or becoming background 
for the various members of your family 
whom you really wish to see in the best 
possible setting, and that you have hut 
to turn to Nature herself for her color 
schemes. — Federation Bulletin.

Suggestions to the Club Women of the 
United States. 


Make the grounds around your own 
home as attractive as possible. Study 
local needs. Endeavor to improve the 
condition and increase the number of 
trees in your own vicinity. 

Encourage systematic planting of 
street trees and their protection from in- 
jury. 

Plant shade-trees on all roadsides 
leading into the country. Observe Arbor 
Day with appropriate exercises. 

Secure the planting of Memorial and 
Anniversary trees, also seed and berry 
bearing trees and shrubs for the native 
birds. 

Encourage study of native trees, their 
characteristics and value. 

Strive to have your town or city ac- 
quire for park purposes, tracts of land 
adjacent, both open and wooded, espec- 
ially those having undisturbed timber 
growth upon them. Within these parks 
Nature should be left unrestrained as far 
as possible, and the preservation of wild 
plant life a dominant feature. 

II. 

Every Club now without a Forestry 
Committee is earnestly requested to ap- 
point one. 

In dicussing the forestry question in 
the clubs, emphasize, not simply the aes- 
thetic and human sides, hut the economic 
and utilitarian. 

Urge the need of forest preservation, 
protection, and scientific handling, and 
the prime importance of public owner- 
ship and administration of forset lauds, 
notably those controlling stream How. 

III. 

See that the fact is made clear that 
the question of forestry includes the two 
great questions of wood and water, wood 
constituting one of our ost i ml is pen sa- 
ble resources, ami water, upon which 
largely depends the success of agricul- 
ture, commerce, and manufacturing, be- 
ing immediately related to the mainte- 
nance of forest cover on hill and moun- 
tain slopes. Note also the connection be- 
tween forests and the public health. 

IV. 

Urge the clubs to study forestry, and 
to see that hooks on forestry are includ- 
ed in Travelling Libraries and brought 
to the notice of the clubs. Have hooks 
on forestry added to all local libraries 
and periodical literature secured for 
reading-rooms, etc. 

A list of hooks ami Forest Service 
Bulletins will he sent on application. The 
American Forestry Association will sup- 
ply libraries with the Proceedings of the 
American Forestry Congress (a onc- 
dollar hook) for the cost of postage and 
packing,— twenty cents. 

V. 

Tile Forest Service at Washington will 
advise, assist and co-operate with clubs 
or individuals working along forestry 
lines. 

VL 

The American Forestry Association, 
with a membership of over six thous- 
and . desires to publish in its monthly 
magazine, Forestry and Irrigation, re- 
ports of the work the women's clubs are 
doing in the line of forestry, and to co- 
operate with the clubs in all practicable 
ways for the promotion of the forestry 
movement. Among the ways suggested 
| are arranging lectures, distributing lit- 
erature, writing Congressmen concern- 


ing proposed legislation, and enlarging 
the membership of the Association. 

VII.

New Parish House 

Trinity church while being one of the 
smaller Episcopal parishes of the city 
is nevertheless a flourishing one. The | 
church is situated on Center street at | 
the corner of I lomer, a short distance | 
from Commonwealth avenue. H is pro- 
posed to build the parish house on the 
lot adjoining, with the end of the build- 
ing facing Homer street. 

The first story of the parish house will 
hen of concrete with timbered stucco ( 
above. It will be built in harmony with 
the church edifice, which it is also pro- 
posed to enlarge. 

While the parish house will he one 
story ami basement, like the church, the 
lower floor will have windows on all 
sides. This floor will provide commo- 
dious rooms for the W Oman's auxiliary, 
the vestry ami the Men’s club. The quar- 
ters of the Men’s club will have an at- 
tractive fireplace. There will bo serving. 1 
boiler and storage rooms. 

. ue entire main floor will he made in- 
to a hall having a sealing capacity of 
2tX), with stage of ample size. The high 
roof will form the ceiling. A one-story 
passageway will provide for communi- 
cation to the basement of the church, 
which has heretofore been used tor slip- 
pers and entertainments. 

Hay Nursery 

It may even yet surprise some New- 
ton people to he told that there is a very 
needy home mission field within the lim- 
its of our own city. But such is the ease. 
We have a considerable population of 
foreign peoples, settled lor the most part 
in the north end of the city, ami present, 
jng as many problems as the writer has 
ever seen in larger cities. 

The North Church is doing a good 
work, hut the presence in the community 
of so many for eg tiers makes it impera- 
tive that there should he a social effort I 
that docs not hear a church label. The 
Boys' Club and the Girls’ Club have 
been, am! are doing a most important 
work. Last of all. the Xotiaiitum Day 
Nursery, has been established and has 


been rendering a splendid service. 

Here the widow, deserted or hard 
working mother, may leave her young 
children as she goes to work and be oirc 
that they will be well cared for. Here 
the older children come for dinner, and 
for the hours after school. The writer 
has just left there for dinner, four boys, 
children of a deserted mother, who oth- 
erwise would have had only such scant) 
lunch as they themselves could have 
found in their cold, hare rooms. 

The nursery js fast becoming a social 
centre. Miss Turner, at its Hear!, is an 
experienced worker, thoroughly active to 
the tiecds of the community, and 
equipped to grapple with them. 

This is a work which has a right to 
expect our united support. No denomi- 
nationalism enters into it. It is a work 
for citizenship and humanity, in which 
wc all can engage. We have at our very 
doors a chance to do something io solve 
the problems of immigration, poverty 
and public morality. 

The nursery needs $150 a month. It 
would seem as if each of our four 
churches in Newton could support the 
work for at ieast a month. If any one 
doubts whether this investment is worth 
while, let him visit the nursery.

"Nothing paid to anyone at any time”, 
was the statement of election expenses 
filed at city hall by Representative Wil- 
liam F. Garcclon, republican candidate 
for representative from this city.

Advice to Boston 

l From the Springfield Union.) 

If Boston is in need of a commission 
Government it is a good deal worse than 
we are yet ready to believe. Such Gov- 
ernment is fit only for an emergency 
which requires extraordinary measures, 
when the people find that they are tem- 
porarily unable to rule themselves. Back- 
ed by tremendous public sentiment and 
the necessities of the occasion, it can he 
made effectual at such a time. To hold 
commission Government up as a fetich, 
having supernatural powers in itself, 
apart from particular tircumstances, is 
to fall into a state of mental confusion 
which is unfortunate hut altogether too 
common. 

Of course, the small grafters who arc 
new ensconced on the sunny side of the 
city treasury will fight against the com- 
mission system, but that does not prove 
the virtue of that system. It merely 
shows that they dread an upheaval and 
that they suspect that government by 
commission would make graft, like many 
other things, more select and exclusive 
in its beneficiaries. It would, at least, 
cause a shnkeup, and while a commission 
might eventually appreciate the services 
of small grafters, the ranks which are 
now held by defenders of the present 
regime would perhaps be filled by oth- 
ers. 

There is no special virtue in the com- 
mission system. In its best, it is allur- 
ing but deceiving. In its worst, it is the 
least desirable form of Government, for 
its injustices are harder to reach ami 
remedy. If Boston cannot elect one good 
mayor, how is it going to choose and re- 
tain in office five courageous, able and 
honest commissioners? We do not be- 
lieve that the citizens of Boston will be 
fooled by the blandishments of the com- 
mission system. Instead, let them try this 
fall the remedy of choosing a Republican 
mayor and overturning the present 
Board of Aldermen.

Seldom lias a larger and more appre- 
ciative audience greeted a speaker at the 
Social Science Club than welcomed 
Prof. II. 11. Powers on Wednesday 
morning. Prof. Powers’ subject was, 
“The Place and Prospects of Art in 
America”, and he treated it in a much 
broader maimer than had been antici- 
pated. Art, he said, is a broader thing 
than mere pictures and statues. It de- 
v elopes along two stages, the utilitarian 
phase and the aesthetic phase. The race 
that is strictly utilitarian might just as 
well be stricken out of existence. The 
fruit of our toil should come to us as a 
joj,-. The thing made for the love of the 
doing has in it the trite standard of art. 
Material wealth is necessary u> *hc de- 
velopment of art, without a surplus art 
is impossible. Until we get rich we can’t 
have an art. The question should he, 
Shall I use my surplus to develop char- 
acter or to develop corruption and de- 
cay? The aesthetic development has the 
supreme place in the evolution of a na- 
tion. Now what form is it going to take 
in America? Nations seldom duplicate 
each other or seldom develop all phases 
of art. lie then showed how little along 
the conventional lines of music, painting, 
sculpture and drama has America really 
accomplished. We arc not likely to du- 
plicate the art of any other country. Our 
art ideals arc unique. They will develop 
into something we do for the love of the 
doing. Art is always closelv related to 
the other activities of life. To him the 
great co-operative instinct of the .Amer- 
ican people is to be their standard of 
art. He asked the question. What is the 
most beautiful thing in Newton? Is it 
this or that building, this or that natural 
beauty? Go stand on one of the railroad 
bridges and watch the sweepingcurvcsof 
the four tracks of the rail^oa^and ex 
press train as it thunders past ; the enor- 
mous creative instinct that has made 
that possibtc was to him the most beau- 
tiful thing in Newton. The art temper 
of our day will manifest itself is these 
great constructive industrial tilings.

Those Three Stars 

The three bright stars most promi- 
nently seen in the South about 7 o’clock 
every clear evening must strike most 
observers as singular ami very unusual. 
One of these stars is rather low down 
toward the horizon, the other two higher 
up. one to the right and the other to the 
left, and all three so situated as to form 
a very large triangle. This triangle is 
worth a little close inspection, and to this 
end we ought to look at it squarely in 
the face so as to get a good impression 
of each star “lest we forget.” 

Most of the sky scenery may he seen 
over again in the same place at the same 
time year alter year, but there are some 
exceptions, most unmistakable excep- 
tions, and this is one of them. 

The cause of the changes in these sky 
pictures is the presence of planets* the 
advent of one planet will make a differ- 
ence, hut the coming of two into a re- 


gion of the sky rather sparsely populat- 
i cd, makes a most marked change ; and 
tills is just what we here witness, and it 
is this that makes star gazers more than 
usually interested in the scene. The lower 
star in the triangle is a fixed star of the 
j first magnitude and never ipars very 
high in the sky, but glides along a little 
above the horizon and sinks out of sight 
in the west, after having shone its own 
little day or night of about 5 or 6 hours. 
This star belongs to the Southern Fish, 
or Pisces Australes, and bears the name 
of Eomalhaut, and is often spoken of as 
“the lone star” there being but few stars 
in its vicinity of a smaller size. 

The other two stars higher up in the 
sky arc the planets Mars and Saturn. 
Mars is to the west, or on our right as 
wc look to the South, and is the bright- 
est of tile three — it was a good deal 
brighter two or three months ago— but it 
is now steadily waning on account of its 
drifting farther and farther from us, or 
on account of our more rapid movement, 
wc arc racing away from him. In mak- 
ing his circuit round the sun, Mars is 
nearly twice as long as wc are. His or- 
bit is not only larger than ours, but be- 
ing farther from the Sun, he is much 
slower in his movement; the velocity of 
our Earth is about 38 miles a second, 
while that of Mars is but 14 miles or 
less. 

The star higher up to the left is Sat- 
urn, the most gorgeous of all the plan- 
ets, and as such may be truthfully called 
“the Planet beautiful”, for he wears the 
“coat of many colors", comonly known 
as the beautiful rings, which, when seen 
through the telescope, in their best con- 
dition is a sight that cannot well be for- 
gotten. 

Saturn too, is distinguished by his 
very large family of Satelitcs or moons, 
now known to have ten or more. As a 
shining star however, he cannot at his 
very best equal that of Mars in the same 
condition though but a dwarf in size, it 
is nearness to the Sun that counts. Sat- 
urn is about 700 times larger than the 
Earth, and ought to be near 2000 times 
larger than little Mars. 

Mars has been traversing the constel- 
lation of Capricornus. and has now 
reached the eastern side of the cluster 
whose shape is that of a depressed tri- 
angle, which can easily be recognized by 
anyone with good sight. Saturn is in the 
next constellation cast of the one Mars 
is moving in, and moving very slowly

Dr. Twombly Dead 

After an illness of but a few weeks, 
Rev. Dr. Alexander S. Twombly, aged 
75, for many years a widely known Con- 
gregational clergyman, died last Tues- 
day night at his home, 244 Franklin 
street. 

Dr. Twombly was a native of Boston. 
After being graduated from the Boston 
Latin school he entered Yale university, 
graduating in 1854. The following year 
he entered Andover theological semin- 
ary and upon his graduation became pas- 
tor oi a Congregational church at Cherry 
Valley. 

After serving there he accepted a call 
to an Albany (X. V.), church, but re- 
mained in the latter pastorate only a 
short time. We then became the first 
pastor of the State-st church at Stam- 
ford. Conn. Later he became pastor oi 
the Wimhrop Congregational church at 
Charlestown, remaining there 19 years. 
In 1891, the year he retired from the 
ministry, lie received the degree of doc- 
tor of divinity from Yale. 

lie removed to this city and in recent 
years had devoted most of his time to 
literary work. Anion f the books and es- 
savs of which he was author were crit- 
icisms on Michael Angelo and Milton 
and a book on "Hawaii and its People." 

Dr. l wombly is survived b'- a widow 
and five sons. 

The funeral was held from the house 
Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock, Rev. 
Dr. Wolcott Calkins officiating assisted 
bv Rev. Win. Burnett Wright of Buf- 
falo and was of the simplest character. 
Later the remains were taken to Mount 
Auburn for burial.

A Bad Fire 

Fire broke nit in the basement of the 
magnificent clubhouse of the Common- 
wealth country club at Chestnut Hill 
Friday night and gutted nearly the whole 
of the lower portion of the building.

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INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY 

Address of Rev. Lyman Abbott Before 
The Unitarian Club 


Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott spoke last 
week Thursday evening to the Unitarian 
Club and an audience which filled Chan* 
ning church. Mr, George Hutchinson, 
president of the club, in presenting Dr. 
Abbott said: "We count it our privilege 
to listen to Dr. Abbott as one who is 
distinguished for the breadth a utl the 
fairness of his thought, as well as the 
clearness and force of his expression.” 

Dr. Abbott said : 

The question on which I am to speak 
to you concerns all lovers of their coun- 
try. all lovers of their race. That any one 
man will be able to offer a solution to 
the problem which we arc confronting. 
1 do not for a moment believe. That we 
shall solve it by shutting our eyes to it 
and keeping our mouths closed concern- 
ing it lest we offend one another. I cer- 
tainly do not believe. I am not bringing 
any readymade and complete solution of 
our industrial problem. I am bringing to 
you a contribution from one who has 
given it such stndv as he could in his 
office, in his library, through books, 
through reports; but who has not /tad 
the advantage which some of you have 
had of studying it directly, in contact 
with living, vital, practical industrial 
conditions. If it is important that the 
business men should **et sometimes the 
broad view of the student, it is quite as 
important that the student should cor- 
rect his theoretical views by the practi- 
cal exnericnce of the business man. I ask 
vou to take what I have to say and put 
it in with your own experience and your 
own studies, that out of your own re- 
flection a clearer and better understand- 
ing may eventually emerge. 

When our fathers founded this coun- 
try. they only partially believed in de- 
mocracy, the rei CT n of the common peo- 
ple. They had reacted against the old 
autocracy of the old world but they were 
not ready to entrust the reins qf gov- 
ernment. education, religion or indus- 
try in the hands of the common people. 
They surrounded the political democ- 
racy with many guards, some of which 
possibly unwisely, some of which we 
have practically discarded. They put 
many limitations upon the right of suf- 
frage. 

The notion was current in this colony 
of Massachusetts, that only church mem- 
bers should vote or hold office ; under 
the impression that church members 
would always vote aright, and always 
administer offices with purity. Whether 
it was that they did not find that ex- 
perience justified their assumption. I will 
not undertake to snv; but that old qual- 
ification on the suffrage has long since 
been abolished. The property qualifica- 
tion has followed the sainthood qualifi- 
cation. The intellectual qualification you 
have here in Massachusetts, but if my 
memory serves me right, it is not a very 
exalted intellectual qualification. In 
short, we have in this country' at large 
come to trust the power in the hands of 
the common people, so far as the suf- 
frage is concerned. Our. fathers did not 
leave the people, even with this qualified 
suffrage, to elect the President of the 
United States. We do not even today 
nominally elect a president of the United 
States. Next fall we shall suppose that 
we are going to elect a President, but 
we shall not elect a President. We shall 
elect, you in Massachusetts, a board of 
presidential electors; and we in New 
York another board ,of presidential elec- 
tors; and the people in other states each 
their own board of presidential electors, 
and then all these electors will come to- 
gether, and they will elect a president 
of the United States. 

Now the first presidential election was 
in good faith carried on on the assump- 
tion that the presidential electors would 
elect the President. Our fathers did not 
trust the people of the United States to 
elect their own President. They were 
to elect certain wise men and the wise 
men to select the President. In a some- 
what similar fashion they did not trust 
the people of the various states to elect 
their senators. You in Massachusetts, 
we in New York do not elect senators. 
I do not know about you in Massachu- 
setts, but 1 am quite sure that we should 
not have elected to the Senate of the 
United States either of the two sena- 
tors that now honor our state by their 
presence in the United Stales Senate if 
tiie people of our state had elected them. 
We elect a certain legislature, and then 
the legislature, which is supposed to con- 
tain the virtue and the wisdom and the 
excellence of the people of the state, are 
wise enough and virtuous enough to elect 
a senator. That was the provision of our 
fathers; and it is in the Constitution; 
and it cannot he changed except bv 
changing the Constitution. That is, it 
could not if the Americans were not a 
rather ingenious people. Hut they have 
found a way of changing it without 
changing the Constitution, and they have 
pursued the same course we have in re- 
spect to the election of President. In 
something like half the states of the 
Union, the people when they vote for 
legislators also indicate whom they ex- 
pect those legislators to elect as their 
senators and those ligislators obey the 
popular will. .So today in something like 
half of the stales of the Union the peo- 
ple do directly — well, indirectly directly 
— elect the senators for their several 
stales in the Senate of the United States. 
Not only that, we have practically 
changed the construction of our legisla- 
tive bodies. In the Parliament of Great 
Britain, members of the Parliament sit 
on opposite sides and carry on a living, 
real debate. Nobody except a member 
of the government may even take a pen- 
cil out of his pocket and write a note on 
a piece of paper. No man may read a 
book. Every man must be attending to 
the debates (hat are going on. In the 
Senate of the United Stales and in the 
House of Representatives, if you have 
ever attended any of their sessions, you 
will observe that there is not anybody, 
deliberative or undeliberative, in the 
wide world, not even. I thing, a football 
team, so hard to address They do not 
expect to listen to anybody who speaks; 
ami only the most extraordinary ability 
can secure anv attention whatever, either 
the Senate and the House of Kepresen- 
resentatives. to any address. All the work 
is done in the committee rooms. Hecausc 
Senate and the House of Represen- 
tatives are no longer what our fathers 
intended they shold be, — bodies to de- 
termine what the law should be. They 


do not determine what (he laws shall be; 
the people determine what the laws shall 
be. and the men in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the men in the Senate of 
the United States simply shape those 
laws, determine what form they shall 
take, They arc a set of experts whom we 
order to carry out our will, and some- 
times they do it well, and sometimes not 
so well. 

1 have for over twenty-five years been 
a member of a conference which has met 
over-- year at Lake Molionk. in the State 
of New York. That conference has been 
a meeting of gentlemen all more or less 
concerned with the Indian question. 
They have met there every vear. per- 
haps 150 of them to discuss the Indian 
question : they have debated what the 
Indian nolicy should be. And I venture 
to say that that Lake Mohonk Confer- 
ence has more influence in determining 
what the policy of this country shall be 
toward the Indians than any committee 
in either the Senate or the House of 
Representatives. It lias formulated pub- 
lic sentiment: it has created public sen- 
timent; and then, obedient to the public 
sentiment which that conference has 
created and that conference has crystal- 
lized and that conference has helped to 
formulate, the Senate and the House of 
Representatives have shaped the policy 
of the country accordingly. 

Now what is true in that one partic- 
ular domain is true in a score of others. 
Tlie bankers get together to determine 
what the banking laws ought to be; the 
railroad men get together to discuss 
what the railroad laws ought to be; 
shippers also get together to discuss 
what the railroad laws ought to be; men 
in various assemblies meet and discuss 
and debate, and determine the policy of 
the country, and the Congress formu- 
lates, crystallizes, organizes and legal- 
izes the will of the people. When a few 
years ago the question came before this 
country whether we would have a gold 
currency or a silver currency, or a cur- 
rency partly gold and partly silver, wc 
did not leave it to bank presidents to de- 
cide; wc did not leave it to a few finan- 
ciers to decide; the whole people formed 
themselves into a great debating society. 
All through the west, financial schools 
were organized by the gold party and by 
the silver party, to educate the people in 
the problems of finance. And in spite of 
the tact that I may lie talking to some 
hankers here. I venture to say that when 
we got through that debating society 
there were a great many of the plain 
people who knew more about the funda- 
mental principles of finance that some 
of the bankers had known before. 

Now we have been moving along 
through this hundred years toward a 
pure democracy. We elect out own 
President ; wc are growing more and 
more to elect our own senators: wc arc 
formulating in our own private assem- 
blies, through our public discussions, 
through our public discussions, through 
our newspapers, the laws we wish to be 
enacted, and sending men to Congress to 
shape the laws which we in our wisdom 
or in our folly have decided shall be en- 
acted. Wc have adopted in some of our 
states the initative, in others the refer- , 
endum, in others the recall,— all these j 
steps toward a larger, purer democracy. 

[ think not one toward less of the reign I 
of the common people in political affairs. : 

Now while this progress toward a pur- 
er democracy has been going on in pol- 
itics, there has been a tendency toward 
less democracy going on in industry. One 
hupdred years ago, or a little over, 
when our Constitution was formed, the 
industries of this country were very 
largely individualistic. I can remember — 
when in the homes in Maine, the spin- 
ning wheel was in common use, and the 
loom was in occasional use. Not far 
from my grandfather’s home there was 
a carding mill, and the farmer would 
shear the sheep, and the wool would be 
taken to the carding mill and carded, 
and then carried back and spun and 
woven into cloth. There were not a 
great many looms, but there were a 
great many spinning wheels. I used to 
go from Boston down to my country 
home at Farmington. I went in a train 
as far as Portland or in a steamboat as 
lar as Hallowed (.that was as far as a 
corporation could carry me; and then 
by stage coach. 

Now the loom has gone, ami the spin- 
ning wheel lias gone, and the stage coach 
has gone; and there has come in the 
great mill with its clanking looms, the 
great mill with its thousand spinning 
wheels; the great railroad with its lo- 
comotives; the great trolley lines that 
are taking the place of the old omnibus- 
es : industry has become organized. You 
arc going to talk a month from now 
about organized labor. You cannot carry- 
on the business of this country for a 
day without organized labor. The ques- 
tion is not whether labor shall he or- 
ganized but how it shall be organized. 
\ ou cannot carry utl a railroad without 
organization. You cannot carry ou a 
railroad and let a mail say, "This morn- 
ing J will go at eight o'clock, and to- 
morrow morning I will go at nine 
o clock, and the next dav 1 wont go at 
all. ^ ou cannot carry on a railroad and 
have men >ay, “Today I will run a lo- 
comotive and tomorrow I* will be a con- 
ductor and the next day I will lie a 
brakeman." The railroad must be a great 
labor organization, l lie factory must be 
a great labor organization. All the great 
Industrie:- of the country are carried on 
by organized labor. The great industries 
■ I the country, except the agricultural 
iiidn.it ries are carried on by. # great or- 
ganizations of labor. And that is due to 
two great changes which have taken 
place in industrial conditions in the coun- 
try within the last hundred years. The 
lirst is the invention of machinery, 
steam, electricity, the driving forces of 
the busy wheels. The second is the 
equally great invention, which is not so 
often commented on, of the division of 
lalmr, Mr. Ruskin says sonmwhcre that 
a laborer no longer makes a pin, he only 
makes the point of a pin. That is pretty 
nearly the truth; one man can do one 
thing better if he gives the whole of his 
time to it than if he does many things. 
And so you have the great machinery 
the driving forces, and then in the fac- 
tory and m the railroad, the individual 
man doing the one thing he has learned 
how to do. One of the pathetic things in 
life is this: when a man has learned how 


to do one thing well and he cannot do 
any other one thing well but that one 
thing, and then there comes a change in 
the trade, or ill the demand and there is 
no longer a need for that one man, and 
he absolutely knows not how to do any 
other thing at all, and he drops out of 
liic. 

Now in connection with these great 
labor organizations there has been an- 
other invention. First, the invention of 
; steam and electricity, the division of !n- 
I lmr. and thm the invention of the com- 
! lunation of capital; that is, the corpora- 
tion. Of certain democratic aspects of 
J the corporation I shall speak presently. 
But now I call your attention to the fact 
’ that in the last one hundred years capi- 
tal has necessarily been combined in or- 
der to carry on these great operations. 
One man could save money enough to 
buy a single loom and run it ; but one 
man could not save enough to carry ou 
a great factory with mfiltitudious looms; 
it required a combination of capitalists. 
And that combination of capitalists, in 
order to do their work well, must bor- 
row money of other combinations of 
capitalists, liecausc they must have more 
money than their own capital in order 
to do this work. And thus we have had 
first the partnership; then the little 
corporation ; then the greater corpora- 
tion, and finally the combination of cor- 
porations. which wc call a trust. These 
have grown up and they art not demo- 
cratic. they arc monarch icalfi or they arc 
oligarchic; they are autocratic. They are 
not governed by the people who are 
carrying on the work; but by a few men 
at the head, by the captains of in- 
dustry, by bosses; by small bodies 
of directors, i am not impugning attack- 
ing or criticizing them, 1 am only trying 
to put before you this tact; that ou the 
one hand for a hundred years we have 
been moving along politically with a 
wider and wider distribution of politi- 
cal power, with a wider and wider dis- 
tribution of educational power, with a 
larger and larger development of the 
school system, with a larger and larger 
reign of the common people in politics, 
in religion and in education; and for a 
hundred years wc have been moving 
along toward a less and less control of 
industry by the individual laborer, less 
and less control of industry by any pop- 
ular combination of laborers, and more 
and more an industrial system which is 
autocratic or oligarchic. And the prob- 
lem before us in this twentieth century 
l believe, — and this is the truth I want 
to set before you — is how to reconcile 
these two movements, how to reconcile 
and harmonize a society in which there 
has been one great movement twoard 
democracy in politics and democracy in 
education, and another great movement 
toward autocracy in industry. 

In the first place it is proposed by some 
to give up our democratic experiment 
! altogether. This is not a popular view in 
America; and it is not often proposed 
publicly on the platform, or in the news- 
paper press. But Sir Henry Maine, in 
his liook on "Popular Institutions/' lias 
shown that democratic institutions are of 
comparatively recent origin, — thev have 
not existed in anything like the present 
form for much over one hundred years ; 
and he contends that political democ- 
racy is as yet an experiment.— it is on 
trial; we liJlvc not proved that democ- 
racy is the best form of government. 


| And there are today some men in 
■ America who arc of the opinion that wc 
! have proved that it is not the best form 
of government : that it has failed in our 
i cities, that it has more or less failed in 
our towns and in our states; that it has 
even failed iit our national government. 
These arc the political pessimists of our 
age. They do not know exactly where 
they would go; they arc not quite sure 
in what direction they would lead us; 
Intt they arc quite sure wc have gone 
too far on the road of the government 
of the people, by the people, and for the 
people. 1 shall assume that wc do not 
propose any of us to abandon the ex- 
periment of American government by 
the common people to try the Russian 
experiment of government by a few wise 
men. 

The second conception is that wc must 
have two forms of government for the 
two forms of activity; that democracy is 
very well for politics and that democ- 
racy is very well for schools, and dem- 
ocrat'- is very well for churches, but 
democracy will not do for industry. 
That you can have a democratic 
government and a democratic school 
system and a democratic religious 
assembly, but you cannot have a 
democrat is railroad or a democratic 
factory. It depends upon what wc mean 
by democracy whether that is true or 
not. Let us see exactly what we mean by 
democracy. Democracy is the reign of 
the common people. It is distinguished 
from monarchy, which is the reign of 
the one; from oligarch'- which is the 
reign of the few ; from bureaucracy, 
which is tlie reign of the office holders; 
and front aristocracy, which is the reign 
of the best; it is the reign of the com - 1 
in on ncoplc. 

Now this democracy, this reign of the j 
common people, docs not prevent us from ; 
having one man to administer certain \ 
functions of our government, as a Pres- 1 
dent, or a Governor. It does not mean 
that we must have the administration 
our government tied up in a council; or 
that the people must vote on every 
question of administration. It does not 
mean that we may not have a compara- 
tively few men such as we can pick out, 
and whom wc will send to Washington 
or to Boston or to Albany, to decide 
how and in what way this government 
of the common people shall be carried 
on. It does not mean that wc shall not 
have great body of office holders on 
whom wc shall depend for the carrying 
out of the administration of this gov- 
ernment in all its details. Nor does it 
mean that wc may not by proper quali- 
fications exclude the worst of the com- 
munity from any share in the govern- 
ment; not merely the worst, but those 
that are not merely the worst. It does 
not mean that wc may not require a 
certain length of residence in the state 
or in the district; it does not mean that 
wc may not require a certain property 
qualification or a certain educational 
qualification, or a certain patriotic qual- 
ification. For my part for example, to be 
specific, 1 do not think that any one of 
the constitutions of the Southern States 
is undemocratic. Six now of the South- 
ern States have adopted constitutions 
which have been very sharply criticised 
in the North. 1 believe those constitu- 
tions are wise. I do not say they arc al- 
together honestly carried ous, — that is

INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY

another question. Without undertaking 
to specify the constitutions in the dif- 
ferent states. 1 will say gciicrically this: 
There is not one of those states in which 
any of those constitutions have been 
adopted in which any man, black or 
white, may not be permitted to vote, so 
far as the* constitution is concerned, pro- 
vided be can read and write the Kiurlish 
language, owns $300 worth of property 
and pays his taxes. If he is intelligent 
enough to read and write the English 
language, if he is thrifty enough to have 
laid up $300 and patriotic enough to pay 
his taxes, he has a right to vote under 
every constitution in the South. That is 
not undemocratic. The administration 
may he undemocratic.— then the remedy 
is a right administration; hut the con- 
stitution is not undemocratic. In other 
words, it is not undemocratic to provide 
a single man to exercise very great 
power, provided he gets it from the com- 
mon people; or a few men to determine 
how the power shall he exercised, pro- 
vided they get it from the common peo- 
ple; or a larger number of office hol- 
ders to carry out that power in all its 
details, "rovided flic power comes from 
die common people; nor to surround the 
power of the common people with such 
guards and limitations that the uniutelli 
gent, the unthrifty and the unpatriotic 
shall have no share in it. 

What. then, does industrial democ- 
racy mean? What does it require? Wha' 
does it call for? If wc arc going to have 
a political democracy, and an educa- 
tional democracy, sooner or later we 
shall have an industrial democracy. _ Mr. 
Lincoln said, you remember: “Half this 
country is slave, the other half is free. I 
do not believe that it can always stay one 
half slave and one half free: it must 
either become all slave, or all free.” I 
have no hesitation in saying that von 
cannot carry on under the same Hag. 
and in the same community, political in- 
stitutions that* are democratic, education- 
al institutions that arc democratic, re- 
ligions institutions that are democratic^ 
and have your industrial institutions 
permanently and practically oligarcltic 
You cannot maintain n system which 
savs practically to every man in the 
country. “You arc wise enough to deter- 
mine the destiny of ail empire, lmt you 
are not wise enough to say respecting 
the direction of a factory.” You cannot 
carrv on a system in which you shall sav 
to the common people, “you are wise 
enough to elect judges who shall inter- 
pret the Constitution of the United 
States, diplomats who shall determine 
the relation of the United States to all 
foreign countries, legislators who shall 
determine the laws to govern an empire 
of seventy millions of people; hut you 
are not wise enough, you are not vir- 
tuous enough, you do not know enough 
to have anything whatever to say about 
how the great highways of your nation 
shall W carried'. on or how the great in- 
dustries of your nation shall he carried 
on.” One or the other system will inev- 
itably go to the wall. I do not believe it 
will he the democratic system. I believe 
wc are to move on toward an industrial 
democracy. 

Does that mean Communism? Does 
that mean that all people shall have just 
the some amount of property? Not at 
all ; any more than it means that all peo- 
ple shall have the same amount of polit- 
ical in ll lienee or power. Not all all; any 
more than that nil the people shall have 


the same amount of scholarship or edu- 
cation. It means something far different 
from that. 

Personally, l thing socialism and com- 
munism arc bugaboos to scare the igno- 
rant and the timid. T do not believe we 
stand in any danger from either of them 
in America today. Or, if we do, the rem- 
edy for them is not a tightened oligarchy 
hut a more intelligent democracy 

In 1890 there were 4, 230, (KM) depositors 
in the savings hanks in the United 
States. Those 4.250.000 depositors proh-‘ 
ahlv represented something like 21UKX),- 
000 people at least; and each of those de- 
positors had on an average $350: ami 
you can muliply the 4.250.000 by $350 and 
And how much money there was in the 
savings hanks. W ealth in this country is 
so well distributed that there will never 
b? a majority of the people who will 
vote for universal equal distribution of 
it. For in spite of wliat all men may say, 
there never was a country and never a 
time in which wealth was so well dis- 1 
trilmted as it is today in America. It is 
not distributed well enough; but it is 
better distributed than ever before. Very 
nearly one half the people in the United 
States own the land they occupy. 4,250,- 
IKKI have deposits ill the savings banks. 
Now many more own bonds and stocks, 
no man knows. Therefore, the Socialism 
dial proposes to put all the money in one 
tump ami give it to one body of men to 
administer, will not he popular in the 
United States. And it is not democracy. 
That is not the reign of tile common 
people, b'nr niy part, if I must choose 
wlie tiler 1 will have the wealth of the 
nation administered by Jolm Picrpont 
Morgan, and Mr. Cariie'gie. or by (to 
take a tigure in my own city- Mr. Cro- 
ker. I would rather leave it with the fin- 
ancial boss than with the political boss. 

Industrial democracy means first an 
extension of the functions of govern- 
ment. There are some i iconic who are 
a frail 1 of it. Put we have made the ex- 
tension and are making the extension, 
and are going on to make more exten- 
sions. The Constitution of Alabama pro- 
vided. and 1 think it is still in the Con- 
stitution, something like this: “The 
function of government is to protect per- 
sons and property. Whenever it attempts 
to do anything beyond that, it is tyran- 
ny.” Well now. we have gone a long 
way from that. We carry on a great pos- 
tal system. That is not protecting per- 
sons ami property. We carry on a great 
educational system. That is not protect- 
ing persons and property. Wc build 
great parkway systems in otir cities. 
That is not protecting persons and prop- 
erty. We give music in the parks; we 
have museums; wc do a thousand things 
that are someth in - else than protection 
of persons and property. We have little 
by little been steadily extending the 
function of government. Two or three 
years ago the Atlantic Monthly contain- 
ed an article showing what the people ot 
Host on were doing for them selves, 
through their government administra- 
tion. It was a curious, and an interesting 
and a striking chapter. The Loudon 
County Council have recently put on 
electric busses on the streets of London. 
They are run by the government for the 
people. They are run in order to carry 
the common people, the workingmen, 
away out into the suburbs of London, at 
cheap prices. 

Another illustration. I do not know 
about your Hoston subway, hut I do 
know about the subway in New York. 
After much confabulation and much de- 
bate we decided that we would Imild the 
subway ourselves. Tin* City of New 
York issued bonds hearing 3 1-2 per

cent interest, sold them in the open mar- 
ket, took the money, contracted with a 
great corporation to build the subway, 
and made the contract with that grcai 
corporation to build the subway on these 
terms. They were to build the subway 
under government supervision; they 
were to have the operation of the sub- 
way for fifty years and were to pay for 
the privilege such a sum that at the cud 
of fifty years the principal and interest 
of the bonds would all he paid and the 
city wilj have acquired that great sub- 
way property without having spent one 
single cent. It will have loaned its cred- 
it.— that is all ; and all that it loaned will 
have been returned to it. 

I should consider that a pretty good 
private venture. And if it is a good thing 
tor the individual to do as an individ- 
ual, why not for the City of New York 
to do as a city? And if there is any city 
more in danger of corruption than the 
city of New York I do not know it, un- 
less it is Philadelphia. (Laughter.) This 
is the first thing wc have done; wc have 
extended the functions of government. 

Now someone says. How far shall that 
extension go on? My answer is this: 
Th« people have the right to do for 
themselves whatever they find out they 
can do cheaper and better than they can 
hire done for them. There is no stand- 
ard: there is no rule; there is no line to 
he drawn. What ever the people can do 
for themselves better and cheaper than 
they can hire done for them, they have 
a right to do. \Yc are not doctrinaires 
in America. Wc shall take one step at a 
time. Wo shall try one experiment after 
another, and the experiments t It At suc- 
ceed wc will go on with, and the ex- 
periments that fail wc will stop. 

\\ bile we have been extending the 
functions oi government, we have also 
been extending in u certain way what i 
may call the powers of government ; ex- 
ercising the same functions, hut exercis- 
ing them with a wider range and in new 
departments. The railway rate regulation 
wiielher by slate or by nation, is an il- 
lustration of this. 1 do not find any man 
so democratic that he objects to the 
municipality fixing a rate which cabmen 
may charge for a fare in a city. Hut 
somehow he thinks it is undemocratic to 
fix a rale which a railroad may charge 
for a fare on a continent. I do not sec 
lhal one is more democratic than the 
other. One may be wise, and the other 
foolish; but if we may control the fares 
of the cabmen in a city, we may control 
the fares of a railroad on a continent. 
The Constitution of the LTiitcd States 
provides that all interstate commerce 
and all cunimcrcc with foixfigii nations 
shall be under the control of the federal 
government. That was die provision of 
the Constitution, put in by our fathers 
I’nder fliat clause of the Constitution 
otic of the great judges of the Supreme 
Court of the United Stales, has de- ! 
dared, “So far as interstate commerce 
is concerned, there are no stales." When 
that clause of the Constitution was adop- 
ted, that all interstate commerce should 
come under the control of the federal 
government, practically all inter.-tatc 
commerce was by sea. All freight from 
Hoston to Philadelphia or New York or 
Hallimore or Savannah was along the 
coast. There was no interior and there 
were no railroads. There was one road 
presently to he laid out across the Allc- 
gheiiva from Washington ■ hut with that 
exception there were no interstate ruada 
of any kiud. There were wagons that 
drove sometimes across the border of one 
state to another ; but practically all in- 
terstate commerce of the Union was 
carried on by sloops, or sailing vessels, 
sailing along the coast ; and the only op- 
portunity Congress or the courts had io 
determine the meaning and the signi- 
ficance of that provision of the Constitu- 
tion was in its application to the coast 
trade, hi that application to the coast 
trade Congress — and its action was ac- 
quiesced in by the neoplc and approved 
by the Supreme Court of the L’uiled 
States — Congress determined what kind 
of vessels might carry the trade. They 
decided that only American vessels 
could carry the trade, tor example; they 
decided that all the vessels carrying the 
trade should be under the jurisdiction of 
the letter a 1 not the state courts. They 
decided that great navigable rivers were 
part oi this interstate commerce, and 
that no one stale could give a license, 
for example to navigate the waters of 
the Hudson River and exclude the ves- 
sels of another state. They decided that 
boats that might be engaged in interstate 
commerce, as canal boats, though they 
operated wholly within the lines of one 
stae, were subject to the jurisdiction of 
the admiralty courts. In other words, 
they practically decided that so far a? 
interstate commerce was concerned there 
are no states: the whole commerce was 
put under the jurisdiction of the admir- 
alty courts, the whole commerce was 
carried on under the jurisdiction ami 
the direction and the supervision am! 
the control of the federal government. 

Our means of transportation have 
changed. Instead of sloops we have 
great railroads. The instruments of in- 
terstate commerce have changed, but 
the Consul ut ion has not changed; and 
the powers of the Legislature have not 
changed; except that with the change of 
industry the powers have extended over 
the new instruments. Congress bail pow- 
er to regulate the interstate commerce 
when it was carried on in a two masted 
schooner: when it got to a three mailed 
schooner, it still had the same power: 
when it got to a six masted schooner it 
still had the same power ; when instead 
of being carried on hv schooner from 
Hoston to New York, it was carried on 
by railroad, it still had the yauie pow- 
er; and I say without any hesitation, ami 
after some study of the subject in the 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. I say without hesitation 
•hit the federal government has abso- 
lute power to charter the railroads to 
carrv on the interstate commerce of the 
United States; and to enact by law that 
no corporation shall carrv on iiuer-tatc 
commerce that does not have a federal 
charter; ami bring eveiv corporation 
that is carrying on that interstate com 
tiierce under absolute federal regulation. 

I do not say it is wise, tint is another 
miesliou: I nil sneaking now of power. 
And under the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States, so broad is it. that all instru- 
ments hv which commerce is carried on 
between the states are under the ahso 
lute regulation and control of the Con 
<«Tiss of till 1 United Stales, and the 
Courts of the United Stales, sullied to 
the broad general provisions that nrnii- 
ertv imi't not he couti seated and fnnda- 
m> , ' , t , il rights must not he violated. 

Now w * are extending that mover 
We have long since pur federal regula- 
tion over our na|io»**.| hank- I can re 
mendier when in 1855 or 1*LV» I wn to 
Ho down to (Georgia to collect a hill on 


behalf of my brothers, who were lawyers 
in New York. I had to buy gold, just 
as I would have to in going abroad. 
Hank notes were not good in the South. 
At all events I could not he sure of 
them. I believe just now you cannot be 
sure of them anywhere, but that is tem- 
porary. (Laughter.) Some of you older 
gentlemen will remember how in cve$y 
grocery and dry goods store the pro- 
prietor kept a Banknote Detector and 
when you went to pay your bill lie took 
out his Ha nk note Detector and he look- 
ed at your hills and then at the Banknote 
Detector, and unless you knew more 
about the lulls than Tie did, he would 
say, "Yes, this $5 hill is worth par, and 
ill is five dollar bill is worth forty cents 
on the dollar, and this $5 Dill isn't worth 
anything.” You never knew how much 
money you had. because every hank was 
independent of every other hank ; there 
was no control, there was no supervision 
there was no regulation. Now we have 
brought the national hanks under gov- 
ernment regulation. First it was pro- 
posed that wc should have one great nat- 
ional hank, and the government should 
carry cm (he hanking; anrk Mr. Jackson 
said, “No.” 

And the people of the United States 
ratified his “No”; and there was no nat- 
ional hank. Wc did not go into a "real 
hanking business. Hut wc did bring alt i 
the banks under federal supervision, and 
the result has been, wc have had all the 
energy, all the ~rivate enterprise, all the 
onnortimity for fair and honest profit in 
the hanking business that wc ever had. 
and beside that, behind every hank 
stands pledged the whole credit and in- 
tegrity of the American nation. No man 
any longer thinks of looking in his pock- 
et to sec what state his bill came from : 
it is the bill of the people of the United 
States. 

Gentlemen, what wc need is such a 
rceulalioii. such a supervision, such a 
direction of our great carrying corpora- 
tions that wc shall have all the individ- 
ual energy and all the individual enter- 
prise we have ever had. and all the safe- 
tv for investors and all the safetv for 
the traveling public wc have not always 
had. In one single year more men, wom- 
en and children were killed or maimed 
or injured on otir American railroads 
than the whole list of killed, wounded 
and missing in the Russian Army in the 
battle of Mou Udeii, the greatest battle of 
modern times. A ml yet, when wc say 
that the railroads ought to he supervised 
by the government, sonic of the railroad 
men say, “Why, private enterprise must 
be left to carry it on altogether.” For 
my sell 1 had rather go thirty miles an 
hour and get to my destination, 
than sixty miles an hour and he carried 
into the hospital. It is not true that wc 
have the best railroad system in the 
world. We have a great, enterprising, en- 
ergetic body oi railroad men. Neverthe- 
less our railroad system is not the best 
in the world. It is not the safest: it is 
not the fairest; it has not been the most 
honest, and wc have a right to expect 
such a governmental supervision and 
regulation oi our great interstate rail- 
road enterprises as will give the same 
safety and the same assurance and the 
same equal justice that is today given 
by our great hanking system. 

An extension oi the functions of gov- 
ernment ; an extension of the powers 
of government: am! then, what 1 will 
call the democratization of wealth lit 
you will excuse the barbaric phraseol- 
ogy:) a greater, a better, a more equit- 
able distribution of wealth. Not by any 
fast methods: not by any hard and crass 
method of simple division, but by the 
continuance of the same sort of proces- 
ses by which so tar we have tended tow- 
ard a better division of wealth than be- 
longed to the Old World. 

For this purpose the corporation fur- 
nishes an admirable means. There is a 
great deal of invective against corpora- 
tions. There is a great deal of invec- 
tive against combinations of corpora- 
tions. Bui in its ideal the corporation is 
essentially a democratic contrivance. It 
is a contrivance for the concentration of 
wealth for the purposes of administra- 
tion. the distribution of wealth for the 
purpose of participation in the profits. — 
in its ideal. ! do not say that all corpor- 
ations are managed that way; that is 
another question. 

What is a corporation? Why, a corpo- 
ration is a number of men. no one of 
whom has money enough to carry on a 
great enterprise, pm their money into a 
common purse; and they trust that com- 
mon purse in the hands of some man or 
body of men whom they believe to he 
lumest. And this matt or this body of 
men. if they are honest, use the power 
which is given to them hy this concen- 
tration of wealth, this combination of 
money, to carry on the enterprise with 
far and away greater effi '»*micv and far 
better than it could possibly he carried 
on hy any scattered enterprises. Then 
the profits, after a * » ir ratio has been 
taken for administration and for service 
are divided amour the shareholders. 
That is tile theory of a corporation, and 
often it is the realitv; in the majority of 
eases it is the reality. 1 ill ink we do not 
realize quite enough how honest we are. 
Perhaps that will strike von as a little 
singular : but l really think there is more 
honesty. more integritv. more upright- 
ins s in American people than the news- 
paper would give us reason to believe. If 
ji»u only read the newspapers you would 
Gout timed on page 6.

An unjust discrimination is made in 
the Bigelow school district whenever the 
no school signal is rung at 8.15 on 
stormy days for the grammar school 
children of the city.

Miss Sherwood 

The following comment by Mr. Philip 
Hale the Boston Herald critic of the 
work of Miss Mary Fay Sherwood, so- 
prano at the Fox Chamber Concert last 
Monday afternoon will be of interest to 
the many friends of Miss Sherwood in 
this city. 

Miss Sherwood sang two groups of 
songs. She was more impressive in the 
first group than in the second, partly be- 
cause the songs of the first group were 
on the whole of finer quality, partly be- 
cause she sang them better. Her inter- 
pretation of Bizet's Pastorale was de- 
lightful in its joyous spirit. That of 
Schubert’s song was one of rare beauty. 
Seldom have I heard the song sung by 
any singer, even the most renowned, 
with such comprehension of text and 
music. The song by Ganz, the pianist, is 
of little consequence. The one by De- 
bussy. one of his earlier ones, was sung 
charmingly, with much finesse. 

In MacDowell’s “Mcnie” her rhetoric 
was more conspicuous than her vocal 
mechanism, and she has not yet readied 
the stage of proficiency where she can 
do full justice to Bizet’s “Tarantelle.” 
On the other hand, she sar*~ Mr. Fox’s 
‘•Thou'rt Like a Flower’’ with such quiet 
intensity and poetic feeling that she was 
obliged to repeat it. 

Miss Sherwood's voice is not a large 
one: but it has beautiful quality and is 
well adapted for lyric display and for 
effective coloratura. At present her in- 
tellectual and emotional nature docs not 
find full expression. Singers of her nat- 
ural gifts are rare, for she can be more 
than a performer of fluent routine who 
sees on the page only notes and thinks 
soMv of tone production. 

Seldom does a singer of Miss Sher- 
wood’* jk»c and concert experience show 
such ability to differentiate in senti- 
ment. Seldom is there a young singer 
of such pronounced individuality. At 
present she should perfect her mechan- 
ism which is hv no means at present 
mediocre, halting or disturbing.

Mr. Hinckley Dead 

Mr. Kdvvard Crocker Hinckley, pres- 
ident of the F. K. Jones Co. of Boston 
and a promising young business man 
died suddenly at his home on Sterling 
-irect, West Newton, last Saturday even- 
ing. Mr. Hinckley had been slightly ill 
and had taken to his bed on the advice 
of his physician. As the nurse turned 
away to leave him that night, he sud- 
denly gasped and immediately expired, 
death being caused by cerebral embolism. 
Mr. Hinckley was a native of West 
Newton and 35 years of age. He is sur- 
vived by a widow, a daughter* of Mr. 
and Mrs. Samuel Barnard of West New- 
ton. and tv.o small children. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon from his late residence and 
were attended by a large number of 
friends. Rev. Julian C. Jaynes of the 
Unitarian church officiated and the in- 
terment was at Newton Cemetery.

people arc with • on otic day, and not 
the next, if the other side comes to them 
with enough money. The next morning 
1 lie police returns came out and said 
that our man was beaten by 84 voles. 
We knew he was elected by 434 votes. It 
meant that after the election had closed, 
and the vote had been counted. Morris 
had gone to those people and required 
them to make false return*. 

Just as soon as l had found out there 
had been a false count. I went down to 
some of tlie best people and said “There 
is an election being stolen out in that 
ward: and we have nnened a fight. If 
this thing is allowed to go through, then 
the whole conscience, courage and hope 
of the people of that community will lie 
battered. And under pressure they let 
me prepare a statement that appeared 
011 the first page of a morning paper. 

$5000 has been provided to prosecute 
any persons guilty of election frauds in 
the 17th ward ami guarantee fund of 
$10,000 has been arranged, and we pledge 
ourselves to support the prosecution of 
any persons found guilty, to the end of 
their penitentiary sentence. 

That came out with these important, 
valuable names underneath it the next 
morning. It lnul a wonderful effect on 
some judges. They got cold feet. We 
went down before the election commis- 
sion and found that the real returns ap- 
peared before the election commission. 
Morris was powerful enough with the 
hoard of election commission to take 
away the original certification and pnt 
in others that were true. And under 
pressure lie had done it. when he had 
found his own men had fallen down. So 
it came out that the police returns were 
curiously muddled and our man should 
have been elected alderman. 

That looks to you like the end of the 
fight; it was just the beginning. We 
have been fighting and winning right 
along ever since. 

1 here came a time when Morris be- 
gan to recognize that we growing weak- 
er, and so he sent for me. He did just 
what every big boss always does even- 
time. when he is realty menaced so far 
as his power and control is concerned. _ 

Here Mr. Robins gave the detail of a 
conversation in which O’Connor offered 
to send him to the Council, to the Leg- 
islature, the State senate or to Congress. 

That was the last interview with Mor- 
ris. We defeated him absolutely. For six 
years we have been in absolute control 
oi that ward : so that wc send a Repub- 
lican to the City Council. He is honest, 
simple, straight-forward as any man will 
tell you who knows Chicago. Not very 
bright ; nothing very powerful about him 
but on the square. Wc sent him to the 
Council one year by from 400 to 1000; 
the next year by from 800 to 1700 ma- 
jority. We have done it for six years; 
anil we arc going to do it some more 
years. 

Everyth inn- wc have done, we have 
done with the people. It has grown up in 
the common life of the community. It 
has been an understanding and a fellow- 
ship in the common life; looking out and 
seeing what life means for the poorest 
workingman, and recognizing where hi? 
real interests lie. When you make that 
issue, and make it clear in any city, in 
any ward, the battle is won. It is not 
going to come out of the privileged class. 
It is not going to come out of good gov- 
ernment speeches, eloquent appeals and 
all that sort of thing. It is going to come 

•it of the real work with the people, 
working out day bv day in terms that 
they can understand, the witness to the 1 
eternal truth that justice, and fairness, : 
and honesty and cooperation are the law 
of all life. The way that we arc going 
to solve this great problem of industrial 
democracy ; the way that we are going 
to bring into the life of the whole people 
an understanding of where their inter- 
ests arc and how they can vindicate them 
at the polls. Ami against that method 
the power oi the corruptionist, the red 
fire, the hands, the noise and the shout- 
ing are as powerless as the beating of 
the waves of the sea against the wall. 
We have won. and vou can win any- 
where. There is not a ward in Boston 
that cannot be redeemed on the same 
basis. Because it is simply human life 
worked out step at a time, from political 
corruption to political purity; from an 
utterly vile peonage control, to an abso- 
lutely independent, non partisan citizen- 
ship. that goes the distance at each elec- 
tion step by step. And while that ward is 
overwhelniiiudv for public ownership, i* 
has been forced upon them out of tin 
conditions of the time. It public service 
corporation would render service in- 
stead of bribing Cit»- Councils and Leg- 
islators, instead of watering stock, and 
trying to make dishonest dollars out of 
the suffering of the people, that they ar 
supposed to serve, wc would not be 
public ownership people. We would be 
glad to leave those industries in the 
hands of honest private persons. But we 
refuse to leave them in the hands of his- 
honest and corrupt private persons, giv- 
ing them power to corrupt the life of 
the whole people. 

In reply to questions Mr. Robins said: 

There are two wards in my city that 
are hopeless. The 1st and 18th wards 
cannot be dealt with as the 17th ward; 
the heart of that people is dead. They 
are the lodging house wards, and th 
red light district. They have a curious 
way of always getting together. When 
you learn the big truth that the econom- 
ic condition of making homeless men, 
giving you 75.1)00 people living in lodg- 
ings; 40,000 of whom are exploited and 
degraded human beings. Those people 
come ill with just three ideas, whiskey, 
women and the gambler’s trance as the 
re -nit of what they know of life. Vou 
have the economic basis of prostitution 
so well established and founded, that all 
your Good Shepherd Homes in the 
world will redeem this one girt and the 
other, God be with them, and it is bless- 
< d that they be redeemed, while ten oth- 
i-r* .'ire led into the life from pressure 
on the one hand and weakness on the 
other. They represent a good many dif- 
ferent group*. But one group is pretty 
big and growing bigger in this country, 
in r -pite of tenement rctorm and Jacob 
Rii- and other splendid fact-: in the life 
of America. There is the rear tenement 
on the west side. There is a hoy and a 
girl standing there on that top step. They 
are 14 or 16 years old; gray blooded 
folk. They are children of good red- 
blooded peasant people, plenty of energy 
and willingness to work for their broth- 
er. and doing it every dav. and vet get- 
ting so little out of it that they have t»» 
have this particular tenement, and buy 
meat of condemned cattle; they have 
been drinking formaldehyde milk; re- 
fuse vegetables condemned in the bigger, 


markets, brought out litre and sold un- 
der crooked municipal administration and 
never getting any fair chance in the 
schools. There tliev are incompetent for 
six months in the year. I have record of 
91X1 of them; records run down. Aith 
affidavits, until 1 find that this boy work- 
ed six months then the foreman said lie 
seemed to get tired. Then he began to 
spoil material; and the foreman fired 
him. Then the hoy got a job in the 
American Tin Can Company; and he did 
very good work there tinder the stimu- 
lae of fear on the one hand, ami new 
job on the other, such interests as c itnc 
to him. Then the monotony came and 
he did not have enough power to make 
good for the intensive industry of our 
time : the periods of idleness became 
longer, periods of employment shorter 
He went out to the lumber camp, one oi 
the new kind, that work on the industrial 
and social human drift front the great 
city: live in lousy hunks, and come in- 
to the city after three months with .1 
certain amount of money in their pocket 
and desire for excitement, and sonic way 
to forget it all. that is overwhelming 
and drives vim to the green table, and to 
the red wine, and to many other evil 
things. When that boy conies back into 
the city, where does lie go? Into the 18th 
or the 1st ward. 

1 1 ink v Dink and Bathhouse John, 
both of them being aldermen, will see 
that this people, are registered and if 
they vote only once you arc 111 ghty 
lucky. They will get full and fined m the 
police court. 1 he only way you can 
judge that man is to have been m his 
boots ami had a .hungry belly and de- 
feated life. 

And the girl started where she is go- 
ing to start earlv in the sweat shop. 
Worked 12 hours a day. She never did 
have am* intelligence ; gray blood. She 
snoiled material; or before she has time 
to be discharged because of that fa. lure, 
she goes to the dance hall for a little ex- 
citement; she loves color and music and 
admiration. She '’oes to the only place 
provided bv our Christian civilizavon 
practically, for her. There are other 
places so high she will never reach I'.icm. 
That is the wav with a whole lot of 
charity. It hangs so high that many peo 
pic never can reach i* 'Phis girl has told 
to her wonderful stories of optileice; 
wonderful stories of what she would be; 
what she could do: the clothes she could 
have, by this yomi" man who is connect- 
ed with that house in the 1st or 18th 
ward, and lie takes her out to dinner, 
where there is soft music; and is it any 
wonder that to that ; rl this f*oi son 
seems as though he were a hero. Pile 
first thimr; she is inside the house of 
ill-fame! and then they say she n.ight 
just as well surrender. Her name has 
gone, and she is an inmate of this house 
The mistress of which is paying tribute 
to Hinkv Dink. 

When the majority of the popislu-ion 
of a ward is a disinherited and degenerat- 
ed corrupt population their obedience ti 
supreme moral law is Hinky Dink or 
Bathhouse John, the just representatives 
of a degraded and exploited and disin- 
herited electorate. But there arc men 
who do not know life, and who sit on the 
municioa! voters boards they want to 
fight that rotten situation in the 1st ward 
hv dcaliii" with Mr. Kcnna, rather than 
!»•• dealing with great causes. They say 
"Go out and make a fight." Because I 
am a "radical man, and a man whom 
they expect to do those kinds of things; 
and because they must have the lesson, 
we go out and make fight against Hinky 
Dink. We get a man and begin making 
a race. I am told to ~o down and gel 
money. I go to someone like Marshal! j 
Field who draws a cheek for $500 and 
says “It is a lovely work, splendid piece! 
of work vou arc doing. It is splendid! 
thing when a young mail of privilege 
and opportunity is willing to turn his 
attention to the best interests ol •' 
community. Good morning" And I went 
out. I11 ten minutes from the time I left 
his private office (and 1 can prove this) 
Mr. Field toM his "mate secretary to 
call up Mr. Kcnna. Alderman Kcnna 
came up to sec Mr. Field. Jti the pres- 
ence of his private secretary, Mr. Field 
said. “Here is a check for $100U. 1 un- 
derstand they arc going to pur up a 
cam pa i "11 against you this year. 11 you 
need any more money, let me know. 
Good morning, Mr. Kcnna." That is an 
other side of the story that is worth 
knowing, that is our first citizri, and 
a man who has made more nionev out 
of Chicago than anv other mail. That is 
his contribution to the conscience and 
citizenship of the second greatese indus- 
trial station in the world. Where decenci 
is on such a strange plane as probably it 
has been, 1 say to you, as long as that 
day continues, and as long as social con- 
science of the powerful and greatness of 
that quality the 1st and 18th wards are 
hopeless. But I wi-h you to see this end 
less chain. I wish you could sec Mr. 
Kotina go into the Hcah.li Commission- 
er’s office and find there that I have com 
plained about a tenement up in nn ward, 
that is insanitary. That tenement is o vn- 
cl by one of the big estates and the agent 
knows that the more orofit the s* rer he 
i> to hold the job of agent. When I com- 
plained about it the or Je** was sent out. 

1 Ic knows he has a lot more property, 
and if this thing goes 01 it will .ost a 
good thousand dollars -ml he vull lose 
his iob. He sends for Mr. Kcnna, be- 
cause he can do things. He say.-). ' This 
Settlement fellow up there !s r aUIrig a 
whole lot oi trouble; harrow u» the life 
(jut of me. He has an order to fix a en- 
enicnt. That is a very good tci-muit; 
perfectly good tenemen’.. If he Ic-’cns 011 
lie will drive us crazy. Can’t you do 
something?* Why, sure. Kcnna c.m do 
something for a powerful man wb •. can 
do something for him sometime. What 
of it if a few more Dagoes die Hand me 
the book.” And he writes in a big hand, 
you can make it out" if vou study it, 
’Slay’ and then a capital K. That :s .1 
’slay [ order entered by the ahlern an. Lei 
the inspector who dares go over :, iat; 
and he will probably find himself .in on 
charges before the Civil Service Com- 
mission Anil Kcnna, by the money he 
gets ami the votes he takes from tin 
exploited men and women coming out 
of that insanitary tenement uses his pow- 
er to preserve the very nhyMCal condi- 
tions that will send back new r-e ne ra- 
tion f of boys and girls disinherit .d am! 
gray-blooded 10 he exploited ainin. to 
the third and fourth gcneftt : on. But 
there are other wards where it is ex- 
iemling; and ultimately die fight will be 
won. It will be won because of t* e ion 
science, and courage, and interest of men 
and women, plain ordinary folk in die 
main, because they hear its burdens. You 
privileged people as coiunarod with l he 
people I am talking of, do not feel so 
much; it is far removed from you You 
have an academic interest in it. You ail 
believe in good government: hut uu: 
probably will not siiff r very imi;!i lor 


it; and so we arc thrown Im:U in our 
hope upon the group of toil, noon that 
group that bears the burden, and suffers 
the tremendous loss. But l cannot help 
thinking, that the refrigerated Chris- 
tianity there is in the land is sometime 
going to wake up. and thaw out, and ex- 
ercise itself powerfully ; am, that the 
ministers with the eternal fire of God in 
their minds, and the love of individual 
souls triumphing over what might seem 
to he self-interest, arc going to derm nc- 
men who will take rents from insanitary 
tenements; who will lake rents from the 
house rented for purposes of prostitu- 
tion: who will exploit children in fac- 
tories, in mills, who are of tender years, 
taking away the juice and power in the 
early years, that ought to last them over 
a long life; make them child labor 
tramps and vagabonds in the earth later; 
and those men who will work girls dur- 
ing the busy season four hours overtime 
without giving them anything for it ex- 
cept supper money, ami sometimes not 
that. The time will come when ministers 
of the Gospel will denounces such people 
as enemies of the community, as long 
as they live and serve and work that 
way. even though they be captains of 
industry, and worth millions, and he 
powerful in the city and church and 
state. I cannot heln believing that that 
time will come in the earth, God speed 
it, because in a great way wc are bound 
together and the temptations that arc in 
Boston, fostered bv unjust conditions 
and unfair treatment of the working 
world, will menace the purity, will men- 
ace the hope, will menace the strength 
of your children, guard them as you may. 
\Yc arc hound together in this story; we 
are going to save the whole people, or 
wc will save none, iiltimatclv. That is 
the old lesson of civilization. The rule of 
the protected and specially privileged 
classes is an old failure. Greece had it. 
That splendid civilization rose up and be- 
cause of injustice it perished from the 
earth. Rome had it: her armies went out 
and conquered the world; and they came 
hack and surrendered dominion because 
of the slaves that were disinherited in the 
streets of Rome. And just as truly, and 
more truly in a democracy like ours, the 
common conscience, and virtue of the 
homes of the working world will become 
ultimately the common conscience and 
virtue of all the homes. And you will 
have men in high office controlling the 
destinies of city, and state, and nation, 
who will either advance the moral tone 
of the whole people, or who will demor- 
alize the moral tone of the whole people. 
You cannot escape it. The Master knew 
exactly what he was talking about, when 
lie recognized that in the outcast and 
the lost was the menace of his own time. 1 

I believe the time will come, ;i«d ; - 
the wav. when the great, splcqjlid heri- 
tage of the privileged class in America, 
men and women who have courage and 
red blood and so many resources will 
turn hack upon the unfortunate and the 
exploited class, and turn into the stream 
of life, the power and beauty which they 
have; recognizing that if they simply 
take from the ftorld, they go down into 
the grave of dishonor, mendicants and 
beggars in the earth, by just so much 
privilege as they therein had. 

To that end — the - Master served and 
died, To that end the soldiers of the 
Civil War gave up their lives. To that 
end the struggle of civilization goes on 
in all courageous hearts. For nothing 
less than that will answer the sphinx of 
fate that has sal across the pathway of 
the nations of the world. Wc will ans- 
wer. the red blood and the conscience, 
and the courage of America will answer. 
The people who can build skyscrapers 
and pile up wealth -will know how to 
distribute it so to get manhood and 
womanhood out of the mass of the peo- 
ple. And wc will address ourselves to 
this problem ami this nation will have 
the youth nobler than its childhood, 
maturity diviner than its vouth, not be- 
cause of any manifest dcstitv anywhere, 
lutt because of the working out day by 
day, of the conscience, and the wisdom 
and formed purpose of the best men and 
women of every class, of every station, 
and of every nationality, faith in this 
our republic, that is dedicated to human 
justice, and human freedom; to that 
great ideal that for the first time in the 
history of mankind had voice and ex- 
pression among men ; the belief in a 
great people rather than great persons, 
or great classes, of great pconle sound 
to its core from the man who digs the 
ditches hoping and believing for himself 
and his family, and his children, and his 
home, to the man who in tin hi chest 
station in society recognizes his obliga- 
tion to the ditch di^cr and under God 
tries to make good his daily life.

to get delegates before wc can act. We 
-started out to find out how Morris had 
-control of that ward; because lie had ab- 
solute control of it; he sent his tools to 
the Council, lie took a young, likely, 
popular fellow and sent him to the 
Council after he had taken away 
his soul. Morris could hold up bis hand 
and they would vote as lie said. That 
was our government in the 1 7tli ward. 
We were fairly patient, and we waited a 
fairly long time ; but wc found out all 
there was to find out about Morris, as 
we thought then. He was a very real 
person : a very hearty, vigorous, human 
soul, who knew life infinitely better than 
the average college professor knows it ; 
very much better than the average silk 
stocking privileged man knows life. He 
could talk the language in every one of 
its phases, as it reaches the common ex- 
periences of men in the common ways 
of the world. Morris was intensely hu- 
man. Morris would go to every funeral 
that occurred in the ward; and he would 
weep with the relatives of the deceased ; 
and then he would wipe his eyes and go 
to a wedding and dance with the bride. 
He would go to a dance and dance with 
all the girls; lie would say pleasant 
tilings to them. It did not cost him any- 
thing. He would do honest, human, 
friendly acts; and they passed current 
in the absence of some real coin of the 
realm. Thanksgiving Day he distributed 
among the poor of the ward a nice, fat 
Thanksgiving turkey. He would send 
things out on Christmas Day for the 
Christmas feast. The man was a real, 
human person, related with the life of 
the ward. And if any of his boys got 
drunk and were pulled on Saturday; he 
would go to the police station and bail 
them out. Then he would go down Mon- 
day morning and say you had better dis- 
charge him. And the judge- always dis- 
charged him; because if he did not, Mor- 
ris could discharge him. 

Things went on in a very human way; 
and Morris held the power. The people 
said, It is true that Morris docs not 
have clean streets ; has left the ward dark 
so that the holdup men robbed them ; has 
left the ward so that there are not 
enough "Schools for the children; and so 
that disease and dirt have taken posses- 
sion of the ward. Some of us said, you 
may denounce Morris all you wish, but 
until you have done something yourself, 
on which to base your demands, it is ut- 
terly useless. Morris will hold this thing 
until you have taken t away from him 
by* actual tilings do 1 *\ 

The first thing \n did was to estab- 
lish a pasteurizing m. ■ station. We pro- 
vided pure milk lor u. omen of the 
community, for the niolln. of the 
community. Wc provided it uled in 
•certain ways for the differei •res of 
the child. And the sick children well. 
The mothers were happy about and 
they felt that we had really done ne- 
•tiug. 

Then wc went down to the Be >f 
Education, and we made so much troi 
there that they gave us another sch» 
to keep us quiet. They put seats in t' 
room because wc made so much nois 
about it. The little children were take 
-out of the gutters, and put into school 
The mothers liked that, It is curious how , 
the mother and father, both of them get- ' 
ting drunk frequently, hope for better 
things for their children ; arc willing to 
.go a long way for the opportunity of 
their children; not far enough to keep 
sober themselves, but quite far enough 
to appreciate you if you do something 
like this. 

In municipal mis-governmcnt the bur- 
den falls at last most heavily upon the 
bent backs of the working world. They 
have to suffer. Always graft and corrup- 
tion come from somewhere; it comes out 
of those men who by daily labor feed 
their families. Dirt" streets are always 
more dirty down in the poorer districts 
than they are in the pivileged quarters 
of the great city because complaint from 
that quarter can be heard at City Hall. : 
But these more or less helpless foreign- 
ers cannot make complaint that amounts 
to anything. There the streets should be 
clean of all places ; because they are the 
playground of the children. More than 
that, it means the difference between 
•clean tenements and dirty tenements. 
How arc mothers to keep the home 
clean if the little clothes are always 
dirty as they can be from the dirt in the 
street? We took hold of the situation 
and forced the re-paving of the streets 
until it is the best paved ward in Chi- 
cago. As eacli one of those steps were 
taken, actual things that bettered the 
human life of the people, that made life 
a little easier, a little stronger, a little 
sweeter, we began to get that declara- 
tion in the life of the people that gave 
us authority so that wc spoke with pow- 
er. 

We found that across the lines of ev- 
ery one of these particular pieces of ser- 
vice, was Morris O’Connor and his gang. 
We found that every time we did one of 
these things we met somebody who had 
enjoyed a special privilege out of the 
evil condition, who had been able to 
plunder ihe poor bv reason of it. When 
we slopped Ihe bringing down of dis- 
eased cattle that threw one nut of busi- 
ness. When we forced the reform of ten- 
ements the crooked speculative interst 
that bail stood for that condition suffer- 
ed. Morris suffered with them. We found 
Morris across the trail everywhere; 
many^ things, we could not do because 
Morris was in the way. We had to get 
him out of the way ; and we had to get 
him out of the wav by the very work 
that lie kept us from doing. We found 
the source of Morris’ strength in the 
ward was his great human cbaracteris- 
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tics on the one hand, and the actual priv- 
ilege he gave to special persons on the 
other. Wc found for instance that there 
was not a crooked gambler in the ward ; 
there was not a policy shop osvticr, there 
was not a hand-book man. that did not 
enjoy the privilege from Morris, and 
did not pay Morris jn return. There was 
not a procuress in the ward ; there was 
not a dishonest and vile dance hall, that 
was the open way to the fall of the 
young girls of the poor, that did not pay 
tribute to Morris, that Morris did not 
uphold. We went out against Morris af- 
ter wc had practically won by the actual 
human work we had done in the ward, 
the confidence of the people. But if you 
have not very much in this world; if 
you are frequently hungry; if $5, $10 
looks bigger to you on election day than 
abstract considerations of citizenship; if 
your life is laid in such narrow terms 
nnd such sordid fashion that you really 
feci this is a larger benefit, it is very 
hard to get the mass to go against what 
they think is their common interest. You 
can get a small group to do it sometimes. 
People would rather die than surrender; 
but the great majority of the people arc 
more or less held by personal interests. 
So we went into that fight and we had 
it won before election day; and on elec- 
tion day wc lost it. But Morris spent 
$30,000 in the ward that day. $30,000 
was going some for the 17th ward. 

We looked over the broken lines and 
we felt blue. Some said, You have to 
quit, because Morris has corrupted the 
people. T said, No, Morris has not done 
that. The people do not sec it clear 
vet. We have to show them. Let us take 
ito this issue and find out where this 
$30,000 came from. Wc have overlooked 
something. That was the first time th.it 
any of us had ever thought anything 
about public service corporations, in so 
far as that ward wn concerned. We 
knew they were "ret tv important in the 
city as a whole, but we were not clear 
that they were really behind Morris and 
corrupting our own ward. Wc found 
that some of that $30,000 came from the 
Gas Light Co. that sells gas for 85 cents, 
when it could easily sell for 54 cents. It 
is not quite satisfied with that profit, so 
it sends low grade gas through high 
"fade meters. Meter inspection was even 
prevented so you could not have honest 
meters. We found that the Traction 
Company that wanted '•riviletrcs in the 
streets of Chicago and wanted to keep 
the people hanging to the straps. As 
Mr. Yerkes once said "You blankcty, 
Ida ilk blank, dont you know the money 
is in the straps.” And I "ness that is 
true. And we found that because Mor- 
ris was friendly to the traction interests 
and gave them what they wanted in the 
that they furnished some of that 
$3fl.TXX) but wc ‘could not prove it. 

We found the telephone company was 
in on the deal ; and we found that ncarlv 
everyone of the -nihlic service corpora- 
tions of our city were really friendly to 
Morris; and that accounted for the bank 
roll on election day. We found that 
there was not a car run through our 
ward that did not have somebody on it 
that Morris had got a job for. Wc 
found that the Gas Inspectors in our 
ward were men recommended by Mor- 
ris to the Supt of the Gas Co. Wc found 
that the public service corporation in jts 
■niployment on the one hand and in its 
money on the other was the great pow- 
er behind Morris. That it was not so 
much the little things as it was the big 
things that kept him in business. Re- 
spectable, first citizens of our community 
.being tl. rectors on those corporations 
were patties to this situation. 

1 am not a municipal ownership man 
especially, I am rather inclined to think 
that economically it is a mistake. I am 
rather inclined to think that industry will 
develop more rapidly under private than 
public ownership; because desire for 
money will keep the super intcndcnis 
more or less alive. There are some ex- 
ceptions for after monopolies come peo- 
ple will stand on the street corner and 
have to stand there ; and hang oil to the 
cars by their eyelids because they want 
to get home. Nevertheless we became 
very certain that there were other things 
concerned in the control by O’Connor, of 
the political power of our ward that 
were of more moment than economics 
in industry or progress in industry. The 
morals, the character of our people were 
in issue; nnd whenever the morals and 
character oi the people are in issue, and 
you have to choose between an immoral 
and a characterless people on the one 
hand, or efficiency in administration, or 
economy, or progress in industry on the 
other, we are going to choose morals j 
ami character in our people every time, 
at whatever cost iu industry it may en- 
tail; and we will leave that other cost 
until a later time. We had to get this 
issue ip such a form that we could ap- 
peal lo the selfish interest of the people 
of that ward; and unite the selfish in- 
terest of the people with the altruistic 
interest of the people. That was our job, 
ami that we did upon the basis of public 
ownership; that we did by showing the 
people that this money that Morris got 
m tribute bad been taken front them five 
cents at a lime, for the hanging on to a 
strap instead of sitting down; fifteen and 
twenty cents a thousand at a time on 
gas. We showed them that when Morris 
gave them buck ten cents in a turkey on 
Thanksgiving Day, or in a good dinner 
on Christinas Day, (hat he really gave 
them leu cents out of a dollar he had 
taken out oi their pockets, We asked 
them if they had rather have the ten 
cents and be under obligations to O’Con- 
nor for charity, when lie hail ninety 
cents of their money in his pockets. That 
was getting close to the people. They 
were beginning to see what was hurting 
them, Wc made that issue in our ward. 
We were forced to it. We did not know 
a thing about public ownership in Eat- 


opc or the other countries of the world. 
Our minds were blank in regard to the 
whole thing when the fight opened. We 
got fairly wise about it ; because we had 
to. We found out what had been done in 
public ownership in every country in the 
world. We fought that issue out. Wc 
got the people united upon the purpose 
of taking away from O'Connor his graft, 
and his control, and putting back into 
their own pockets, for service rendered, 
the money that Morris had taken to keep 
them under tribute. 

This was not the work of a day. Wc 
had to go step by step. Wc had to get il- 
lustrations in plain facts, so that the peo- 
ple could see it. Not by one person but 
by many, until it became the common 
conscience of a whole ward. The people 
saw just what was behind Morris; that 
his charity was a spurious charity; while 
our service was real. They saw that his 
public interest, his friendship and fel- 
lowship was a spurious friendship and 
fellowship.. That it was really dishonest 
and untrue; while ours was real. We got 
the real and spurious together, plainly, 
clearlv before the people, and when you 
do that vour fight is won. The people, 
if they know it, will stand for the square 
thing, because the crooked thing robs 
them more than anybody else. I am 
sneaking of the great working world; 
ignorant nnd plain, many times not 
knowing the right hand from the left; 
and yet more or less genuinely wanting 
to do the right thing, Wc got them to 
sec what was the right thin nr. Why that 
was wrnr whv this was ri«*ht. Why 
that cost them and their children, nnd 
their homes' uncounted treasure and 
tried ess human lives; while this meant 
health and strength, and sweetness, and 
puri»- and education, and morals, and 
red blood for them and their children. 

Then we were up against what you are 
always against at the end of the strug- 
gle; that the privileged powers that 
plunder never surrender. They force you 
always to force. I am a mail of peace. I 
do not like force. But there are a whole 
lot of things in this world that we do not 
like that wc have to endure. 

Mr. Robins llicn related how one of 
O’Connor's toughs tried to break up a 
meeting, and the row which followed. 
Continuing he said: 

1 believe so heartily and genuinely 
in peace and harmony that I am willing 
lo fight for it. Wc had Morris beaten ; 
everybody in the ward knew that if the 
votes were counted we had him beaten ; 
that Morris could not buy that ward be- 
came we had opened a great moral re- 
sentment in ihe people. A great moral 
conviction of right and wrong sways the 
whole mass of men, and works a power 
that is equal to a miracle in the hearts 
of men. It is a wonderful thing when 
you see a great hard handed population 
wrought up to the fighting point oil a 
great issue. We had them there, and 
money in that campaign was manifest 1 
powerless; but Morris had the last re- 
source. lie had a considerable group of 
people that he called the O’Connor In- 
dians; and they were a worthy bunch. 
Our polls in Chicago open at 6 and they 
close at 4. And the hour and a half from 
6 to 7.30 is the time the real working 
men vote; and the issue "Tts down to the 
group of toil. 'J he grocer and the pro- 
fessional men seem to get cold feet ; and 
they seem to be afraid that they will 
lose some business, or trade of some sort 
But the group of toil has nothing to lose; 
it is paying the whole price of this in- 
justice and will ro the distance. Morris 
knew that ; and lie wanted to keep that 
working group from voting that partic- 
ular day. So he lined up these Indians 
at the different polling places of 
the ward; and they got very tired 
so that they could not get into 
the booth rapidly. In fact, it took 
five of them one hour and thirty minutes 
to pass a given point. Wc knew that was 
comiii'r« Morris had done it once or 
twice in the primaries. So just before 
election day we got a small -oup to- 
gether, ami wc said to them "Boys, we 
want all of you fellows who are not mar- 
ried ; do not have to support a family ; 
all of you that are not responsible tor 
the living of somebody else, to come into 
■ a little_ party we are goinp- to make, a 
little picnic party. Wc do not want any- 
body who, if he is sent to the hospital 
for a long period, will bear ver\* heavily 
ou anybody ; but we want people more 
or less free. We got together a pretty 
decent group of some 80 odd. There 
were people of all the races of the 
earth, it is wonderful how character 
and courage are unmindful of national- 
ities and position in the earth, and come 
out of the heatt of mail, apparently 
from God. They were ready lo tight and 
die for this thing. We began the job that 
morning down at Morris’ home precinct. 
There were his Indians lined up, and 
the booth was blocked up, and there 
were a number of working men, with 
their dinner boxes in their hands, wait- 
ing to vote. Pretty soon the time would 
come when they would have to go on, 
or lose a day’s work. So we said to the 
policeman, "Will you have those gentle- 
men move on?” The policeman swung 
his stick around and said “What do you 
want to make a disturbance here for?” 
"We don’t want any disturbance here." 
Again we asked, "Will you make those 
people move on.” Again he swung his 
stick around, "Don’t want any distur- 
bance here." The mail was put on the 
force by Morris. Now we said, “Aml> . 
you want to stav out of this. Wc mean 
business today. Nobody wants to hurt 
you. The moment you side with the 
thugs, they will probably have to take 
you to the hospital.” Then wc charged 
that line by the door of the polling 
booth, and things mixed un. They called 
the patrol wagons and the ambulance. 
Some of our fellows went to jail, ami 
some of their fellows went to the hos- 
pital. The tine was broken. And the fact 


that we dared to do it paralyzed that 
bunch in that want. There was no re- 
sistance at any other polling place. They 
broke the line when we ordered it. The 
votes were counted and we played poli- 
tics '•radically. We dont trust anything. 
We had five men at the polling place in 
the morning at six o’clock. We had two 
of them 100 feet from the polls with 
cards that said. “One man means Mor- 
ris O'Connor. Morris O'Connor means 
this.” And wc just recited the cost that 
Morris had been to the common human 
life of that ward, to each one, so they 
could understand it. “The man who 
would back him means this.” Wc 

never tried to hide it a bit. We 
mean more seal* in the school. 
Wc mean clean streets. We mean 
pure milk, pure food. We mean that the 
procuress will go out of the ward. Wc 
mean gambling and short card men will 
have to gain some other home.” We 
simply stated the situation: nnd every 
voter who went to the polls throughout 
that ward in that whole day, got one of 
those cards one hundred feet from tin 
polls. Then at If) o’clock, and at 2 
o’clock, and 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
we knew every voter in that precinct 
that was with us that had not voted. We 
scut him notice; if he did not come on 
notice we sent a carriage for him. If he 
did not come, we sent two big, husky 
men to see why he did not. We voted, 
lame, halt and blind, just as the crooks 
vote them. We were willing to go the | 
whole distance. When the polls closed ! 
we had a man in there who was a watch- : 
man. lie had been instructed for two I 
weeks as to his duties in a little back 
room in the cellar. The duty was this. ; 
Watch every ballot; whether they count 
straight votes first, and split votes sec- 
ond. as the law requires. Watch care- 
fully. Sec if there are little rubber x’s 
on their thumbs, stuck on with mucilage. 
This some times works very well to 
make vote count against you. Look very 
carefully cverv time they count a vote j 
wrong. Protest ; doing it kindly, gently, 
clearly. Call on the officer. If the elec-, 
tion officers refuses, just write the rec- ! 
ord. Do not get into trouble. We will 
give you a good funeral. That was the 
instruction, and those men carried it 
out. They did not have to fight, because 
the thing that happened in the early 
morning so impressed, the community 
that the clerks, and judges that were 
crooked and dishonest felt a sort of 
curious trembling; nnd thev counted 
those votes on the square. After we had 
gotten the count, and a statement by the 
clerk of each one of the precincts of 
what the count was, and not till then 
that man left that booth, and went to 
the nearest booth and telenhoned tnv 
quarters. He came down, and made affi- 
davit a« to just what the vote was; sign- 
ed it. There was the protection. Some

Julius Laurens Clarke 


After a lingering illness Julius L. 
Clarke, aged 93, the first City Clerk oi 
Newton and a former state auditor and 
insurance commissioner, died Friday 
night at the Newton home for aged, 
Newton Upper Falls, where he had pass- 
ed the last years of his life. He was one 
of tlie oldest residents of this city, and 
was the oldest living stale auditor. A 
generation ago he was one of the best 
known men in Massachusetts. 

Julius Laurens Clarke was born in 
Chatham, now Portland, Conn., Nov. 13, 
1813, and was the son of Rev. 
Eber Liscomh and Mary Starkweath- 
er Clarke. His parents during his 
childhood lived in Granby, Conn., 
Wiuchendon and Berlin, Mass., in 
each of which places he attended 
school. He worked lor about a year as 
a clerk in Hartford. Conn., and then en- 
tered the Kimball Union Academy to fit 
for college. His voice failing him. his 
college course was abandoned and he 
came to Worcester, where he was em- 
ployed in the dry goods business, first 
as clerk and later as proprietor. After- 
wards he was associated with Elihu Bur- 
ritt in the editorship of the Christian 
Citizen, and began the publication of the 
first daily paper in Worcester, called the 
Worcester Transcript, now the Tele- 
gram. Some years later he became one 
of the editorial staff of the Springfield 
Republican. In 1857 lie entered the State 
Auditor’s office, and became State Aud- 
itor in 1864. serving until 1869. Govern- 
or Banks appointed Mr. Clarke as bank 
register, the entire business in that con- 
nection passing into his charge. 

As a charter member of the Worces- 
ter city guards in 1840. one of the first 
Massachusetts companies to enlist after 
the attack on fort Sumter, and which 
entered the service tinder command of 
Gen. Pcvcits, lie was anxious to join his 
comrades fon the front, but Gov. An- 
drews objected, the then auditor being in 
feeble health and the duties devolving 
upon the chief clerk of that department 
becoming more and more important in 
connection with war expenditures. 

Under these circumstances the words 
of Gov. Andrew to Mr. Clarke were al- 
most prophetic : 

“Before we get through with this mat- 
ter we shall have a big bill against Un- 
cle Sam. and l want some one to be per- 
sonally familiar with all our expendi- 
tures on war account chargeable to tlie 
United Slates, so as to be able to give 
any required information at the war de- 
partment. 

“I want you to go to Washington and 
post yourself up on army rules, regula- 
tions and prices, so as to be able to ad- 
just all war claims in accordance there- 
with.” 

Mr. Clarke accomplished that mission, 
and as the first result brought back a 
check for nearly $60, IKK), the payment of 
which had been for some time delayed, 
though much needed at the state treas- 
ury department. 

While connected with the financial in- 
terests of the state as auditor and as 
bank register of Massachusetts, lie was 
made the custodian of an immense trust, 
and the entire business relating to the 
accountability of banks organized under 
the general laws oi tlie commonwealth 
to the state was placed in Ids sole cus- 
tody. < 

111 1869 Mr. Clarke was appointed in- 
surance commissioner, retaining that of- 
fice until 1876, when he was again elect- 
ed State Auditor. In 1872 he was invited 
l»y the Russian government to the in- 
ternational congress at St. Petersburg, 
where he was the recipient oi special 
favors. He was re-elected Stale Auditor 
in 1877, 1878, and lec9, and in 1880, 
1881 and 1882 again served the state as 
insurance commissioner. 

Mr. Clarke’s municipal services cov- 
er a 'term as assistant town auditor in 
17X2-73, city clerk in 1874-75, a trustee 
oi the Free Library since 1876 ami its 
secretary since 1879, ami for M-vural 
year- a number of the city school com- 
mittee. He was* also chairman of the li- 
brary committee of the American Sta- 
tistical Association, and trustee and 
clerk of the College ol i’hy-iciau* and 
Surgeon-. 

Air. Clarke became a member of Wor- 
ce-t.r Lodge. I. O. <>. F.. in 1844 and 
had been prominent in the order ever 
since, -erving a- past master of tin- 
grand lodge in 1874. ami as grand treas- 
urer from 1876 to 1X99. He had also 
been a member of the Second Congre- 
gational church at West Newton .since 
1862. and was elected a- it- clerk in 
1X63. ami as deacon in 1868, resigning 
both offices in 1901). 

Mr. Clarke married Mis.- Sarah Saw 
J ycr of Helm. Mass., ami they have had 
| two daughters, Surah Maria and Helen
